Yardmen Go to Work Un-

CHICAGO, Dec. 16 (AP)—The 
crippling three-day railroad strike 
that hit at the peak of the 
Christmas mailing rush ended in 
the nation’s key terminals today 
without any wage settlement. 

Under pressure from President 


Truman, the Federal courts and | 


their own union officials, the 
more than 10,000 striking yard 
workers ended a transportation 
tie-up that caused one of the 
greatest freight stack-ups in the 
nation’s history. 

The Postoffice Department can- 
celed its embargo restrictions on 
Christmas packages and other 
parcel post. Freight and mail 
started moving immediately all 
along the chain from sender to 
receiver. 

_Express Agency Lifts Embargo. 

The Railway Express Agency 
also lifted its embargo on ship- 
ments into and out of 15 eastern, 
northeastern and midwestern 
states. 


Mountainous stacks of Christ- | 


mas packages had been bottled 
up in postoffices. and stranded 
freight cars. War shipments had 
been halted in transit. Some rail- 
roads had curtailed passenger 
train schedules. 


The post office, three days be- 
hind normal schedules, worked 
against time to get Christmas 
packages to destinations before 
the holiday. 


Fast Clearing of Mail. 

Railroad executives said the big 
mail backlog could be cleaned up 
fast. Some expected that freight 
operations would. be normal by 
tomorrow or Monday. 

“All postmasters will ma-.e | 
every effort to facilitate the con-' 
venience of the general public in| 
the mailing of Christmas pack- 
ages,” the post office embargo- 
lifting order said.

The union has been seeking a 
40-hour work week at pay now 
received for 48 hours—the same 
benefits that were awarded pre- 
viously to 1,000,000 non-operating 
workers. The union contends its 
men have been working as much 
as 56 hours a week at straight 
time. 

A presidential fact-finding 
board recommended a 40-hour 
work week but at a pay boost of 
only 18 cents. The union’s de- 
mands would amount to 31 cents.

Postal authorities recalled 5000 
temporary employes, mostly in the 
delivery section, to begin local 
delivery of packages and othér 
Christmas mail. The employes had 
been laid off when mail shipments 
were interrupted by the strike. 

Meanwhile, yardmen, members 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Terminal, returned to their jobs 
in numbers approaching normal 
yesterday and proceeded with the 
enormous task of handling the 
flow of freight traffic through St. 
Louis along with clearing tracks 
clogged with 13,000 stranded 
freight cars. Passenger trains 
were not affected by the strike. 


First of the striking yardmen 
returned to work at 7 a.m. yes- 
terday after Edward B. Boggs, 
vice president of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen passed the 
word to local union officials that 
a basis for settling the union’s 
wage dispute with the carriers 
had been agreed upon in confer- 
ences with Washington. 
Boggs previously had been try- 
ing to get the strikers to return 
to work, warning them that the 
walkout was not authorized by the 
union. The men were demanding 
48 hours’ pay for 40 hours work. 
Freight Embargo Lifted. 
Crews reported in normal num- 
bers throughout the day and by 
1 p.m. the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation, which handles most of 
the switching operations in the 
St. Louis area, announced that 
the embargo it had placed on the 
acceptance of freight to be moved 
in or out of St. Louis was lifted. 
About 7400 automobile workers 
who were thrown out of work 
because the strike deprived their 
plants of required materials were 
notified yesterday to report for 
work as usual tomorrow morning. 
The Railway Express Agency 
announced that after midnight to- 
night it will start accepting all 
classes of shipments for delivery 
anywhere, except Chicago, where 
yards are congested.

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RUSSIA OBIEGTS. 
TO REARMING OF 
WEST GERMANS 


Declares in Notes to Brit- 
ain, France That Plan 
Violates Their Pacts

MOSCOW, Sunday, Dec. 17 
(AP)—The Soviet Union has told 


the governments of France and 
Great Britain that their stand on 
the rearming of Western Germany 
violates their treaties of alliance 
with the U.S.S.R. 

The Soviet government charged 
that the actions of the western 
powers with regard to German 
rearmament create ‘“a_ serious 
threat to peace.” 

The two notes, delivered to the 
British and French ambassadors 
here Thursday night, conclude 
with the identical statement that 
“at the present time the Soviet 
government considers it necessary 
to declare especially that all re- 
sponsibility for the situation 
which has arise.: rests with. the 
governments of France and Brit- 
ain. 

Potsdam Pact Mentioned. 

The notes to Britain and France 
were substantially the same. The 
only difference was in the ref- 
erences to each nation’s treaty 
with the Soviet Union. The note 
to the British also mentioned the 
Potsdam agreement of the Soviet 
Union, Britain and the United 
States.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
The United States called today 
for a conference of foreign min- 
isters from 21. western hemis- 
phere countries to consult on 
Communism’s threat to “the en- 
tire free world.” 


The United States’s call for a 
special inter-American conference 
was announced by the State De- 
partment within a few hours after 
President Truman had proclaimed 
a national emergency. 

Announcing this, the depart- 
ment said: 

“The aggressive policy of inter- 
national Communism, carried out 
through its satellites, has brought 
about a situation in which the 
entire free world is threatened.” 

Purpose of Meeting. 

It said the meeting was pro- 
posed to “consider problems of 
an urgent nature and of common 
interest to the American states.” 

Edward G. Miller Jr., Assistant 
Secretary of State, said the move 
is a follow-up to the program of 
action laid down by Truman in 
his speech to the nation last night. 

Miller told reporters the con- 
ferees will discuss “urgent prob- 
lems in connection with the cur- 
rent emergency in the economic, 
political and military fields.” 

He said the United States hopes 
the conference can be held in 
Washington but wants to consult 
with the other countries on this 
question. He said his best guess

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)—~ 
President Truman proclaimed a 
national emergency today andthe 
Government quickly issued its 
first price control order—a roll- 
back wiping out increases averag- 
ing 5 per cent on 1951 automo- 
biles. 


By executive order, the Presi- 
dent established the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, under Charles 
E. Wilson, now president of Gen- 
eral Electric Co., with unprece- 
dented power to mobilize the na- 
tion at a fast pace against “world 
conquest by Communist imperial- 
ism.” He called on every citizen 
to put the country’s defense ahead 
of everything else. 


Wilson will have authority over 
production, manpower, wages, 
prices, transportation and defense 
buying. 

A few hours after the emerg- 
ency proclamation the Economic 
Stabilization Agency issued the 
first of a series of mandatory con- 
trol orders announced by the 
President last night. It froze the 
price of new automobiles at the 
Dec. 1, 1950, level. 

Effective Till March I. 

The order will pe effective 
until March 1 pending a study 
leading to price and wage stabi- 
lization in the industry. 

General Motors, Ford, Chrysler 
and Nash have all announced 
price increases since Dec. 1. 

ESA Administrator Alan Valen- 
tine announced that he has asked 
ESA’s Wage Stabilization Board, 
headed by Cyrus S. Ching, for 
the “promptest possible” policy 
recommendation on the restraint 
of wage increases in the motor car 
industry. 

Ching already has called a 
meeting of the nine-member 
board with representatives of the 
automotive labor and management 
next Wednesday in Washington. 
Stabilized Wages Required. 
The defense production act re- 
quires that wage stabilization be 
invoked in any industry subjected 
to price control. Valentine said he 
will act to stabilize wages and sal- 
aries in the industry “at the ear- 
liest possible moment” after the 
Wage Board has issued its recom- 
mendations and they have been 
given “full and proper considera- 
tion.” 

In Detroit, reaction to the order 
was varied. 

_Ernest R. Breech, executive 
vice president of the Ford Motor 
Co., said Ford “will, of course, 
conform promptly to this and any 
other Government order issued 
in this national emergency.” 

“We did our very best to help 
work out a voluntary price con- 
trol arrangement between the 
members of industry and the Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Authority,” 
Breech added. 

General Motors described the 
roliback as “patently discrimina- 
tory” and charged that the action 
“does not attack at the source 
the basic problem of inflation.’ 

Calls Increase “Reasonable.” 

G.M. declared its Dec. 5 price 
increase’ was “reasonable” and 
said it did not “materially affect 
the cost of living or the national 
defense. 

“Other price increases have 
been ignored, particularly the 
prices of commodities used in car 
production and which are also 
used in war materiel production.” 
the G.M. statement said. 

The world’s biggest auto pro- 
ducer again attacked the recent 
steel price boost and said this 
had been “ignored” by the Gov- 
ernment. 

There was nq comment imme- 
diately from Chrysler. 

George Romney, vice president 
of Nash-Kelvinator, said the order 
“rolls prices back below their 
1948 levels despite greatly swol- 
len costs.” 

Labeled “Unjust Proposal.” 

A spokesman who asked that 
his name not be used said, “The 
industry is going to take every 
fact at its command to Washing- 
ten and fight: this thing out. It’s 
an unjust proposal. They are tak- 
ing advantage of the auto in- 
dustry.” 

Labor’s reaction came from 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
CIO United Auto Workers Union 
that has signed contracts with 
virtually all the automobile com- 
panies gearing wages to the cost 
of living.

in Korea is sore at heart. In spite 
of magnificent fighting, the di- 
vision cannot mark “secured” 
after such battle names as Yudam, 
Hagaru, Koto and the Changjin 
reservoir. The odds were too 
great. 

The First Marine Division, com- 
manded by Maj. Gen. Oliver 
Prince Smith; landed on the east 
coast of North Korea in late Oc- 
tober after having taken a lead- 
ing role in the liberation of Seoul 
and fought at the Pusan perimeter 
in the south. 

Immediately Engaged. 

Following the new landing some 

marines were immediately en- 
gaged in brisk fighting against 
Korean Communists near the east 
coast port of Wonsan. These Reds 
had been bypassed by South Ko- 
rean troops rushing up the east 
coast. 
_ The marines’ western flank was 
unprotected. There was a gap be- 
tween them, as part of the United 
States Army Tenth Corps on the 
east coast and the United States 
Eighth Army on Korea’s west 
coast. 

Late in October, the Seventh 
Marine Regiment, under Col. Ho- 
mer L. Litzenberger Jr. of Wash- 
ington, D.C., was ordered to re- 
lieve a South Korean unit which 
had bogged down on its way to- 
ward the Changjin reservoir. 

The Seventh Marines under fire 
relieved the ‘South Koreans Nov. 
2 and reported killing a “large 

number” of Chinese Communist 
troops. 

It was apparent, of course, that 
there were Chinese in the Korean 
war—and that they were maneuv- 
ering through the gap between 
the Eighth Army and the Tenth 
Corps. 

“Early on the morning of Nov. 
& the Seventh Marines were hit 
@gain by an estimated two bat- 
talions of Chinese who had two 
fanks. The attack was beaten off. 
= Ordered to Continue North. 

~ Nevertheless, the Seventh Ma- 
rimes were ordered by the Army 
to continue moving north. Their 
west flank still was exposed. 

The Seventh ran into extremely 
difficult terrain. The main sup- 
ply road was primitive, but prac- 
tically the only route. north. 
Sharp-ribbed hills and mountains 
flanked the road and provided 
good cover for the Chinese. 

On Nov. 4 the Seventh Ma- 
rines killed an estimated 800 Chi- 
nese and destroyed four tanks. 
The next day they were hit by 
what they termed an “aggressive 
and determined” enemy. The Ma- 
rines encountered ‘“‘well-defended 
positions” and “determined re- 
sistance.” 

Marine headquarters was con- 
cerned, but one staff officer said: 

“We felt there was nothing 
real big in the wind at this time. 
We thought we were up against 
one division (124th of the For- 
tieth Chinese Communist Army.) 
It was trying to block our route 
to Changjin reservoir.” 

Occupied Hagaru. 

Beginning Nov. 7, Chinese re- 
sistance to the Marines lessened. 
One week later the Seventh oc- 
cupied Hagaru on the southern 
end of the reservoir. 

Hagaru was a shambles of 
bomb-blasted, clapboard houses. 
Practical Marines used the boards

This was the only way of sup- 
ply for the Marines except by air.

Enemy _ resistance 
spotty and the Marines moved 
cautiously.

Chinese Begin Attacks. 

On Nov. 25 the Chinese began 
a series of heavy attacks on the 
United States Eighth Army front 
which eventually forced the with- 
drawal of all United Nations units 
on that northwest sector. The 
attacks came through the gap be- 
tween the Eighth Army and the 
Tenth Corps. 


On the Eighth Army front it 
was evident at once the Chinese 


were _ determined to drive the 
American forces out. 


The extent of the attacks there 


must have been communicated to 
the United States Tenth Corps in 


the northeast. Nevertheless, so 
far as can be determined here, 
the Marines were not ordered to 
halt their northwest movement. 
Instead, a shortlived push to ease 
pressure on the Eighth Army’s 
right flank was begun. 


The Marines moved on during 
Nov. 25, 26 and 27. 


On Nov. 28 the Fifth and Sev- 
enth Marines reported they were 
“heavily engaged.” They called 
for strong air support. 

“This was the first tip-off those 
birds really were there in 
strength,” a staff officer said. 


Reds Cut Roads. 

_ By this time the Fifth Ma- 
rines were about three miles west 
of Yudam and the Seventh was 
strung out between Yudam and 
Hagaru. The Reds cut the road 
between the two regiments, then 
cut the road between Hagaru and 
Koto, where the First Marines 
were located. 

At noon on Nov. 28 the Fifth 
Marines were ordered to hold at 
Yudam. Early the next day the 
Seventh Marines were ordered to 
withdraw and on Novy. 30 the 
Fifth Marines received a similar 
order. 

Then began their retreat of 
agony and death.

Hand to Hand in Truck. 


“Five others jumped the vehi- 


cle. Everyone in our truck was 
wounded or dead. I grabbed a 
pistol, and jerked a bowie knife 
out of my boot top. I shot and 
cut and slashed and hacked and 
shot. I don’t know how in hell 
I ever got out of there.” 


The enemy was not only the 
Chinese. It was the weather as 
well. 


Fhe temperature dropped far 
below zero. Rations froze so hard 
it took an hour to thaw a can of 
hamburger — and who had an 
hour? 


The shoe-pack to weatherproof 
shoes proved of little protection 
against sub-zero temperatures. 
Feet became frost-bitten or froz- 
en. 

The wind tobogganed down the 
snow-capped mountains and buf- 
feted the Marines with hard- 
driven snow. Moisture crystal- 
lized in the frigid air. Hands 
froze and the skin cracked. 

On the east side of the reser- 
voir an Army unit which had re- 
lieved the Fifth Marines was 
overwhelmed by the Chinese. 
Survivors slipped and struggled 
across the frozen reservoirs to 
join the Leathernecks. 

The wounded suffered im- 
measureably. Whole blood was 
frozen into solid red blocks and 
was not usable. Plasma was 
frozen in the tube between the 
bottle .and the veins of the 
wounded. | 

But weather was as hard on the 
Chinese. Marines found them 
frozen dead with their hands stiff 
on their rifles. Many Chinese 
surrendered and many more died. 
Numbed by the cold, the Ma- 
rines fought on. They struggled 
off the road and fought the Chi- 
nese for high ground to protect 
southbound vehicles and men. 
Marines died in the snow and the 
agonizing wind. Some were so 
numbed by the weather that they 
paid little heed to the Chinese 
shooting at them from the heights. 

Come Across F Company. 

As they fought from Yudam 

toward Hagaru, the Fifth Marines

were covered with Chinese dead. 

The Marines established “warm 
up” points at Hagaru and Koto. 
The commanders tried to get all 
their miserably weary, bone-cold 
fighting men into heated tents for 
a few moments of warmth. 

At Yudam the Marines buried 
some of their dead. They brought 
with them to Koto as many as 
they could who were killed on the 
fight toward that town. 

At Koto they buried them, in 
frozen ground so hard it turned 
a bulldozer blade. ~The ground 
had to be dynamited to make 
graves. 

At both Hagaru and Koto the 
Magines built a makeshift air- 
strip. Marine and Army airmen 
shuttled great loads of wounded 
back to safety. 

Attacks Stepped Up. 

Then the column set forth 
again, southward. The Chinese, 
sensing that the Marines were 
escaping, stepped up their attacks 
from the flanks. 

An Army unit of the Third Di- 
vision moved north from the 
Hamhung coastal area toward the 
southbound Marines and the piti- 
fully few Army troops who 
escaped slaughter on the east side 
of Changjin reservoir. 

Along the road the Third Divi- 
sion unit relieved a Marine bat- 
talion. The soldiers took up bat- 
talion positions. 

The battalion immediately 
headed north. In a hand grenade 
and bayonet battle with the Chi- 
nese during a blinding snowstorm, 
the battalion secured some key 
high ground which enabled the 
southbound Marine column to 


move closer to safety along the 
single crowded road. 

As the Marines on the ground 
fought and died on the way south, 
flying Leathernecks and Navy 
carrier pilots struck at the Chi- 
nese positions on hills and peaks. 


Precision Strafing. 


Marine fighters lashed rockets 
and machine gun bullets into Red 
troops within 35 feet of the Ma- 
rine lines.

Catholic priests, seeking to halt 
the mass execution of political 
prisoners scheduled for Sunday, 
failed tonight in efforts to see 
President Syngman Rhee. 

At least 800 persons described 
as convicted Communist collab- 
orators, saboteurs and murderers 


have been executed with rifles 
and machine guns in the last five 
days. Many of them were women. 
Some were children. 


The priests, the Rev. Patrick 
O’Connor of the Catholic News 
Agency of Washington, D.C.. and 
the Rev. George Carroll of the 
Mary Knoll Fathers, also failed 
to gain satisfaction from home 
ministry officials. 


A wave of disgust and anger 
swept through American and Brit- 
ish troops who either have wit- 
nessed or heard the firing squads 
in action in the Seoul area dur- 
ing the last two days. The execu- 
tions have been going on almost 
daily since the liberation of 
Seoul in September. 


They were not brought to pub- 
lic notice until American and 
British units happened to move 
into an area bordering the execu- 
tion ground about a mile north 
of the city. British troops said 
they would not permit any more 
mass shootings in their area. 


Friday the Americans and Brit- 
ish were horrified at seeing 
truckloads of old men, women, 
youths and several children lined 
up before open graves and shot 
down by South Korean military 
police with rifles and machine 
guns. 

One American, Capt. George 
Graff, reported he kicked aside 
the dirt lightly covering one of 
the bodies and found it still 
twitching. 

Official estimates of the num- 
ber of political prisoners vary. 
Gen. Lee Ho, vice chief of mar- 
tial law headquarters, declined to 
give the total, saying merely 
there were “between 500 an 
600.” 

The tempo. of executions has 
risen sharply since the fall of 
Pyongyang and the threat of a 
Communist advance on Seoul.

Diplomats speculated that the 
lack of unified political support 
for Acheson in Congress might 
embarrass him in relations with 
other foreign ministers and 
weaken his bargaining position 
pews urges them to strive for 
national and _ allied unity and 
maximum defense preparations.

084 MORE U.S, CASUALTIES 
ON NEW KOREAN WAR LIST 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
The Defense Department today 
identified 584 more American 
casualties in the Korean area. 

In casualty list No. 177, the De- 
partment listed 60 killed, 450 
wounded, 30 injured in accidents 
and 44 missing. It was one of 
the largest single casualty reports 
given out in the war. 
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for firewood and to erect some 
small huts for themselves. 

The Fifth Marine Regiment un- 
der Lt. Col. Ray Murray of San 
Diego Calif. had been ordered, 
meanwhile, by the Tenth Corps to 
‘proceed toward Pujon reservoir 
east of Changjin.

The Communist-controlled: city | 
government announced that it/| 
‘also is putting into effect the | 
new “peace” law enacted by the | 
Soviet’ zone government. 

The action virtually pulls down 
a new iron curtain on the Rus- 
sian sector border of the quar- 
tered city. It means grave. risk 
for any German supporter of 
Western defense who now dares 
‘to cross the Spree river, even. if. 
} only to shop. 

Breaches 1945 Pact. | 
The East Berlin announcement | 
implies the discarding of an old 
four-power pact that even the 
Russians had been generally 
eager to observe. This’ is the 
‘agreement of 1945 which guar- 
‘'antees free movement of all cit- 
‘izens within the four sectors of 
‘Berlin, subject to only normal 
police controls. Western circles 
presume the Russians are now 
satisfied to junk the agreement. 
|. In many other respects, the 
| Russians have held their sector 
of Berlin entirely separate from 
their eastern zone of Germany. 
While they were erecting, their 
zonal government, they consist- 
jently kept the city sector out of 
the picture. The sector itself still | 
'has no vote in the zonal legisla- 
ture, the same as West Berlin | 
has no vote in the West German | 
republic. 

Editor Denounces Law. | 

Moreover, the Russians saw to' 
tt from time to time that edicts 
applying to the east zone were | 
‘not applied to the east sector.; 
This was done to maintain at 
‘least the facade of a four-power 
city. Observers reasoned the Rus- 
sians did this to keep the door 
open for eventual return of four- 
/power government to Berlin. 
Editor Maximilian Mueller-Ja- 
‘busch of the American sector 
'newspaper Der Abend denounced 
ithe new law as “an attempt to 
‘legalize kidnaping.” His paper, 
in a headlined announcement, 
offered 500 west marks ($119) 
reward to anyone supplying it 
with information on abductions 
_by the eastern Communist au- 
| thorities. 

The Communists themselves 
‘| showed that they are not entire- 
ly satisfied. with their own kind. 
Walter Ulbricht, the party boss, 
ordered all party cards, number- 
ing 1,200,000, revoked and the 
qualifications of every member 
re-examined. It is the type of 
purge which both Hitler and Sta- 
lin have used.

PRAYER SERVICES 4 
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VG FOR PEACE 


All-Day Ceremony to Be 
Held Wednesday for 
All Faiths in View of 
World Crisis, 


An all-day vigil and prayer- 
service for peace, for worshipers 
of all faiths, will be held here 
Wednesday. 

Protestants and Jews will pray 
for peace together in a 12-hour 
continuous service at Christ 
Church Cathedral, Thirteenth and 
Locust streets. Members of the 
Roman Catholic faith will wor- 

- ship in the Old Cathedral at the 
foot of Walnut street. 

At many churches throughout 
St. Louis this morning this call 
to worship will be read: 

“The gravity of the present in- 
ternational crisis places a heavy 
responsibility on the church to 
lead people to the faith in God 
and dependence on Him, without 
which all human solutions will 
surely fail.” 

“Christ Church Cathedral Servicés. 

Services in Christ Church 
Cathedral will be presided over 
at half-hour intervals by Protest- 
ant and Jewish pastors and lay- 
men. The day will be given chief- 
ly to silent meditation, with two 
brief devotional programs each 
hour. Each service will consist 
of a five-minute statement by the 
presiding officer, a litany in 
which the congregation will join, 
Scripture reading and a prayer. 

There will be no addresses or 
sermons and no offering will be 
taken. Worshipers may come and 
go as they please at any time 
during the 12-hour period. 

Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
said no special program had been 
arranged at the Old Cathedral, 
but that the building will be open 
all day for prayer and meditation. 

Sponsors of Service. 

The Metropolitan Church Fed- 
eration representing about 400 
Protestant churches in the St. 
Louis area, and the St. Louis 
Rabbinical Association are spon- 
soring the service at Christ 
Church Cathedral. The Federa- 
tion’s Contmission on Internation- 
al Justice and Goodwill, headed 
by the Rev. Purd Deitz of Eden 
Theological Seminary, guided the 
program. through the planning 
stage. 

The Rev. Dr. C. Walter Wag- 
ner, executive secretary of the 
Federation, and Rabbi A. E. Hal- 
pern of the Rabbinical Associa- 
tion, issued this joint call to wor-

“The United Nations forces in 
Korea are confronted with a 
grave and dangerous situation.

All 
of us view with horror the pros- 
pects of World War III and de- 
- sire to take every possible step 
to avoid it. 

“Therefore, we summon all 
who will join us to come before 
God in penitence and in prayer 
for peace and to lay before Him 
the desires of their hearts for 
freedom, justice and peace for all. 
Let us ask Him to guide our 
leaders and those of other na- 
tions, and to direct the actions of 
the United Nations. 

“Let us submit ourselves to the 
eternal purposes of God and find 
the strength needed to carry out 
His will for peace on earth, good 
will toward men.”

Mail on Korea War and 
Instability Is Heaviest 
in Years—Most of It 
Critical. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP)— 
Congressional mail on Korea and 
world instability in general is 
the heaviest in years. 

If the views of those taking 
the trouble to write their Sen- 
ators and Representatives is any 
measuring rod, the American 
people are greatly divided on 
what course the United States 
should pursue. 

Experience of legislators has 
been that most people who write 
to them—when not seeking jobs 
—are critics. A great majority of 
constituents never put their’ feel- 
ing down in black and white. 

It is with that background that 
a sampling of mail on Capitol 
Hill in recent weeks was taken. 

Mixed reaction is the way most, 
legislators sum up the views ef 
their mail-writing constituents. 

Some want the United States 
to.use the A-bomb, both on China 
and Russia. Others say no. Many 
say pull out of Korea lock, stock 
and baggage. They too have their 
opponents. | 

The division of opinion also 
runs through the question 
whether to accept the aid of Chi- 
nese Nationalist troops in Korea. 

Acheson Issue. 

Both Democrats and Republi- 
cans reported receipt of many 
letters demanding the removal of 
Secretary of State Acheson. A 
few want to impeach President 
Truman. The Acheson critics, 
they say, far outnumber those 
writing in defense of the State 
Department head. 

An Iowa Republican received 
several suggestions that the Unit- 
‘ed States pull out of Korea and 
withdraw from the United Na- 
tions. An Alabama doctor wrote 
his Congressmen: 

“It is high time that we retract 
our long neck. We are out on too 
many limbs now. Surely it will 
be better to go back to the Mon- 
roe Doctrine (against intervention 
of foreign powers in the western 
hemisphere) temporarily until we 
are fully prepared. Then we can 
tell France, England or any other 
country that when they show 
signs of trying to help themselves 
we will support them.” 

A Washington state Democrat 
summed up his Korean mail this 
way: 

Get out of Korea 33, stay in—no 
appeasement 37, fire Acheson 80, 
support Acheson 16, impeach 
Truman 18, tired of McCarthyisin 
11, enter peace negotiations 22, 
fight China 6, use Nationalist 
China forces 11, do not use them 
6, recognize Red China 11, don’t 
fight to protect investments 5, 
take profit out of war 9, United 
States shares blame for situation 
7, support Atlantic union now 6, 
replace MacArthur 12, use 
A-bomb 31, don’t use it 42. 

A Pennsylvania Republican said 
70 per cent of his letters on Ko- 
rea and foreign policy urge that 
Acheson be ousted, 25 per cent 
are critical of the State Depart- 
ment our foreign policy, and 5 
per cent want to resort to the 
A-bomb.

A Kansas Republican received 
this letter: “We dread the thought 
of an atomic war, but there is no 
room for choice, it is being forced 
upon us.” 

Another Kansan wrote that 
United States defenses be 
strengthened and aid be accepted 
from Chiang, Tito, Japan, Franco, 
Germany and wherever we can 
get it. Another in the same state, 
however, said: “I think we should 
pull out of Korea and let the 
Chinamen (Chiang’s outfit) fight 
the Chinamen.” :

EXILED SYRIAN GENERAL'S 
ASSASSIN GETS 18 YEARS 


BEIRUT, Dec. 16 (AP)—A Leb- 
anese court convicted Mohammed 
Ahmed Barazi today of assassi- 
nating Gen. Sami Hennawi, ex- 
iled Syrian strong man, in Beirut 
Oct. 30. He was sentenced to 18 
years at hard labor. 


Gen. Hennawi was shot as he | 
boarded a streetcar. The court | 


found that Barazi, a 24-year-old 
Syrian from Hama, acted to 
avenge the death of a relative, 
former Syrian Prime Minister 
Mohsen Barazi, who died before 
a firing squad at Hennawi's orders 
last year. 

Gen. Hennawi, commander-in- 
chief of the Syrian Army, seized 
‘power in Syria in August 1949. 
He ordered President Husni Zay- 
im, who had seized the Govern- 
ment himself only a few months 
before, executed with Barazi. In 
December Hennawi was ousted 
by Col. Adib el Shishekly. After 
an attempt on Shishekly’s life 
last October, Hennawi was exiled.

Ricker, head of the State Di- 
vision of Employment Security, 
figured Missouri’s stock of unem- | 
ployed workers is not more than 
65,000. Almost everyone who | 
wants to work has a job these | 
days. 

But Ricker had a few sugges-. 
tions which he said might be used 
to get the maximum out of the 
state’s labor market, estimated to 
total 1,750,008. 

He said employers can still hire | 
some 35,006 workers not now | 
holding jobs. Then they can turn 
to the kitchens and the pension 
rolls for perhaps 30,000 more. 

But that’s about the limit and 
employers are going to have to 
be less particular, Ricker said. 

He urged employers to hire 
young men who are on draft 
lists. Use their skills, he suggest- 
ed, while the older men, house- 
} Aen people who are partially 

isabled and pensioners are be- 
ing trained for the work. 

When the young fellows are 
drafted, Ricker said, the trainees 
can step into the production line 
as replacements. 

“If employers will place great- 
er emphasig on skills and abilities 
of workers’than they do on sex, 
age and color, I believe we can 
meet the labor requirements,” 
Ricker said,

Russia, accused by Truman as 
having brought on the crisis mak- 
ing his declaration necessary, 
gave its reaction in advance. Even 
before Truman spoke, the Com- 
munist party newspaper, Pravda, 
called the anticipated declaration 
another step toward war. 

Newspapers throughout West- 
ern Europe reported the Presi- 
dent’s speech under bold head- 
lines. 

A spokesman for the West Ger- 
man Government in Bonn said 
the country’s leaders were ‘‘deep- 
ly impressed” by the grave char- 
acter of the President’s speech, 
and predicted similar steps in|

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French. Government officials 
said they were “very favorably” 
impressed by the United States’s 
move tq meet any emergency, but 
were pleased also that the Presi- 
dent did not close the door on 
possible talks with Red China 
and Russia. Non - Communist 
French newspapers agreed with 
the President in placing the 
blame on the Soviet Union and 
China. 

Four major Canadian labor or- 
ganizations, spurred by the dec- 
laration, renewed demands that 
their Government take immediate 
action to follow the United States 
on price controls. 

Rome's rightist newspaper Il 
Tempo called on the Italian Gov- 
ernment to strengthen defenses 
against possible fifth column 
threats as well as against possible 
aggression from outside, in its 
commentary on the proclamation. 

Greece’s Premier Sophocles 
Venizelos told reporters ‘‘every- 
body now is convinced that Amer- 
ica is taking a decisive attitude 
and has abandoned a policy of 
appeasement.” He said Greece 
stands by “this great country” in 
its struggle to preserve liberty. 

“Realistic View” Indorsed. 

In Denmark, the conservative 
Copenhagen newspaper Ber- 
lingske Aftenavis said the Presi- 
dent's message last night also was 
“an appeal to a Europe that has 
too slowly and reluctantly adopt- 
ed the realistic view of the world 
situation long ago reached by the 
United States.” 

Communist spokesmen and 
newspapers throughout the world 
adhered strictly to the line that 
_the United States action was a 
new step toward war and aimed 
at -bolstering Western Europe 
with a sense of American power, 
despite ‘“‘the shocking failure of 
American interventionists in Ko- 
rea.” 

The Moscow papers indicated 
the Soviet Union considered the 
proclamation is part and parcel of 
the war hysteria it says is sweep- 
ing the American Government. 

Italian Red Chief Palmiro Tog- 
liatti was quoted by the pro- 
Communist mewspaper Paese Sera 
as saying President Truman “has 
lost his head.” 

London’s Daily Worker (Com- 
munist) said the President's 
speech “shows quite clearly that 
the United States leaders are pre- 
paring for a world war at the 
earliest moment.”

In Europe First 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Inasmuch as the adversary of the 
United States, in the present instance, 
is Communism, the facts to be con- 
sidered are those leading to the defeat 
of Communism. In Europe we have 
allies, bases of all types, and adequate 
communication lines. 

In Asia, our allies, real or potential, 
Can never approach the tremendous 
land forces potential of China. Avail- 
able bases are few in number and ex- 
tremely distant from the United States, 
and are‘vulnerable to the point of be- 
ing untenable in a major war. Land 
‘communications are practically non- 
existent, sea communications are ex- 
tended, increasing their vulnerability to 
submarine warfare, and air communi- 
cations are hampered by the great 
distances involved. 

It would be fatally unwise for the 
United States to attempt to engage in 
land conflict, that is to commit large 
bodies of troops in land operations, 
against China. If it is necessary that 
we be engaged with China, it should be 
on our own terms, with aerial attack and 
naval blockade. The far wiser course, 
if. a peaceful selution cannot be hon- 
ofably obtained diplomatically, is to 
move battle-wise Korean war veterans 
into the European theater to bolster 
and train our forces there. 

Communism can be defeated, just as 
was the Axis, in Europe first. ~

The importance of Europe has been brought 
home to the American people once more by the 
threat of an interminable war in the vastness of 
Asia. 

Since Homer’s day, Europe has been the sanc- 
tuary of the spirit of progress. Its people 
conceived the basic ideas of the literature, law 
and technology out of which has grown the 
American way of life. 

This we try to remember when we read the 
daily details of foreign ministers’ conferences, 
overseas election results and ECA reports. But 
it is also possible that this preoccupation with 
details keeps us from having at all times a 
really clear view of Europe. 

, ° - . 


With the exception of Great Britain, Europe 
is sick. Undoubtedly, the Marshall plan has 
made a great contribution to repair of the Conti- 
nent’s bomb-wrought damage. Its capitals again 
wear a facade of style and luxury. Paris and 
Rome again entertain and enthrall the tourist. 
There are exotic night clubs even among the 
ruins of Berlin. Production figures are as high 
as they were before the war, or even higher. 

But why is Europe not better prepared to 
defend itself? The Atlantic Pact was signed 
almost two years ago, but the continental na- 
tions have done little to implement it. Today 
the Germans actually show reluctance to being 
armed against a possible Russian attack. They 
have their reasons for this, but a similar disin- 
clination on the part of other Europeans is 
symptomatic of a deep disturbance. Europeans 
seem to have lost their sense of purpose. Why? 

For one, they have little faith in their gov- 
ernments. The French have had 15 constitutions 
and four revolutions in the last two centuries, 
and the result is a deep distrust of politicians. 

Many Frenchmen do not even pay their taxes. 
Endless wrangles and complaints stem out of 
the wide gap between wages and prices. There 


* is a deep conflict between Paris and the 


provinces. France no longer has the unity we 
expect of a nation. Many of her people feel that 
she is no longer a major power. And in some 
quarters a deepening cynicism suggests that 
there is not much point in being a partner of

Italy repeats this story with variations. The 
Communists still spread dissension despite their 
defeat at the polls. The De Gasperi Government 
is under heavy pressure from the extreme right. 
A bookkeeper’s balanced budget seems more de- 
sirable than expanded factories which would 
absorb some of the unemployed. 
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All these troubles cannot be traced to World 
War II, or even World War I. The real source 
of the illness lies in the fact that for the better 
part of a century the narrow political and eco- 
nomic compartmentalization of Europe has made 
impossible an adequate growth in strength and 
productivity. Western Europe has been slowly 
drifting toward the level of the Balkans. 

This is perhaps the major reason why the 
British have been so reluctant to enter into 
closer relations with the Continent. The British 
are the only Europeans who have continued to 
show much of their ancient vigor. Understand- 
ably, they are somewhat afraid to merge their 
lot with that of their neighbors for fear that it 
will mean not a common gain, but only a 
British loss. 

And yet, Europe’s only real hope lies in a 
very considerable measure of integration, at 
least economic and military integration. Insofar 
as Europeans realize this, their case is far from 
hopeless. This is why the French Schuman 
plan for unifying basic industries is so import- 
ant. It shows that Europeans can still produce 
great ideas. 

In this thought, Europeans—as nations or as 
a potential amalgam of nations—may find the 
new unifying idea which can give them hope 
and, so, spur them to new endeavors. Here is 
the promise of a future as brilliant as anything 
in the past. 

As this country undertakes the rearmament 
of Europe at a stepped-up pace, it certainly 
should do everything it can to promote this new 
hope. Few men will fight for a lost cause. So 
Europeans must be convinced that they have 
something to fight for—their own future, the 
future of the West still shaped by the spirit 
which made the past glorious. Many Europeans 
know this. All must be convinced of it. 
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Mr. Wilson Goes Back 

Charles E. Wilson, the General Electric Wil- 
son, is back at the old stand. He has accepted: 
appointment by President Truman to head up 
industrial mobilization, and so will be doing the 
same job he did as executive vice chairman of 
the War Production Board in 1943 and 1944. 

Mr. Wilson quit the WPB in one of those 
gusty rows that frequently swept Washington in 
those days. He charged subordinates of his boss, 
Donald M. Nelson, with spreading untrue stories 
to the effect that he was delaying reconversion 
plans in order to help big business. The Senate 
War Investigating Committee looked into the 
quarrel and found that rumors of disagreement 
on reconversion between Nelson and Wilson were 
“entirely unfounded and unfair to both men.” 

Whatever the reason for his going, there was 
no question that he came into WPB in the first 
place to break bottlenecks in aircraft and ship 
production. And he broke them. The country 
will wish him the same success in directing an- 
other great production job today. 
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Job For the Bi-State Agency? 


The aldermen finally have gotten around to 
authorizing a civilian defense organization for 
St. Louis. Now there needs to be adequate real- 
ization of the fact that atomic bombs, or any 
other kind of bombs, are no respecters of state, 
county or municipal lines. 

It would be folly for each little segment of 
the: St. Louis area to plan to defend itself as 
though it had no neighbors. St. Louis cannot 
plan without knowing what St. Louis county and 
East St. Louis are doing and can do. Richmond 
Heights cannot find emergency shelters and first 
aid crews and emergency food and water sup- 
plies without the help of Webster Groves and 
Florissant and Dupo. 

Planning must be done on an area-wide 
basis. Recognition of this fact was displayed by 
the St. Louis County Defense Agency in calling 
a special meeting of civil defense officials of 
this area to co-ordinate activities. But haphazard 
conversations between officials of autonomous 
units will not accomplish the job. 

St. Louis is more fortunate than some other 
metropolitan areas. It already has an area- 
wide body, the Bi-State Development Agency. 
Thus far, that group has limited itself to plan- 
ning of inter-state public works. 

Why should it not take on the job of inter- 
state civil defense? One of its fields of com- 
petence is “matters in which joint or co- 
ordinated action of the communities within 


the areas will be greatly beneficial.” Certainly 
civil defense fits this definition. 

How best the Bi-State Agency could operate 
in this field is a matter which should be ex- 
plored. It might be no more than a central 
co-ordinating and information agency. It might 
take over the whole job. Whatever the size 
of its task in civil defense, area-wide planning 
should prove far more economical than patch- 
work planning. 
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Military Power and Its Uses 


Nearly everybody agrees on the need for a 
rapid expansion of American and Western mili- 
tary power. There is less agreement on how 
that power shall be used. : ; 

Gov. Dewey, for example, urges us to “aban- 
don our defensive mood.” If he refers merely 
to a more energetic mobilization of resources, 
well and good. But we are glad that President 
Truman, in his address Friday night, empha- 
sized over and over again that “we have no ag- 
gressive purpose. We will not use our strength 
for aggression. We believe in settling: differ- 
ences by peaceful means .. .” 

Mr. Truman thus aligned himself with Win- 
ston Churchill. No man is farther removed 
from “appeasement” than Churchill, yet he has 
for months been an advocate of renewed diplo- 
matic negotiations with the Soviet Union. He be- 
lieves that the West’s present supremacy in atom- 
ic weapons presents a “lever by which we can 
hope to obtain a reasonable consideration in our 
attempt to make a peaceful settlement with So- 
viet Russia.” Like Mr. Truman, he advocates a 
rapid expansion of the West’s military strength 
in order to increase the leverage. 

How and where this strength shall be exerted 
is a matter for the coolest, most farsighted judg- 
ment. When the Kremlin unleashed aggression 
in Korea, the free world cheered the United 
‘Nations’ use of force to defend the principle of 
peaceful settlements. As Mr. Truman said, what 
we did in Korea was right, and people every- 
where know it was right. 

Yet the presence of a Western armed force 
close to China’s border, together with American 
support of a hostile government on Formosa, 
produced the response of Chinese Communist 
intervention. Morally indefensible as this inter- 
Now 
rational judgment tells us that to engage in an 
indecisive struggle with. China’s millions would 
be to exert our power where it cannot serve 
the great over-all objective of reaching a peace- 
ful settlement with the Kremlin. 

We must be equally cautious in the use of our 
power in Europe. That we must have the power 
is, clear. The time to create it is now. But 
we cannot afford to squander it, nor to forget 
that the goal is not war but peace. 
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~ Hoodlumism on the Way 
Police Chief Eugene Burnett of Granite City

Mayor Leon- 
ard Davis’s Board of Fire and Police Commis- 
sioners was quick to give Burnett a “leave of 
absence.” In May, the board demoted Burnett’s 
assistant, Lt. Joseph Kastelic, after Kastelic shut 
a sneak bookie shop. So in time Chief Burnett 
found his efforts balked, snubbed and restricted. 

It would not be surprising to learn of other 
resignations by honest public servants. For 
Granite City is a capsule of how hoodlumism 
comes to a city, large or small. It comes by 
stealth, by persistent sabotage of good govern- 
ment, before it comes with wide-open criminal 
force. And what are the people of Granite City 
going to do about it?

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A Philadelphia Lawyer 


“Philadelphia lawyer” has come to indicate a 
shrewd legal trickster, but the phrase originated 
from the high reputation of the colonial bar in 
Ben Franklin’s home town. And it was strictly 
in that early tradition that Samuel Scoville Jr. 
wrote his famous column “By a Philadelphia 
Lawyer” on the editorial page of The Philadel- 
phia Bulletin. 

Mr. Scoville died recently at the age of 78, 
and though he was a distinguished attorney and 
popular author, his newspaper readers never 
knew he was the Philadelphia Lawyer. What 
they did know was that they could expect a 
practical and, very likely, a witty and friendly 
answer to their questions. When he was asked 
whether a defense in a criminal case had to be 
consistent, he replied: 


Any kind of defense can be offered in a 
criminal case, inconsistent, nonsensical or 
plain foolish, such as the one by the mur- 
derer of his father and mother, who pleaded 
for clemency because he was an orphan, and 
the embezzler who was asked by the judge 
why he stole $75,000 and who replied, “Be- 
cause I was hungry.” 


The Philadelphia Lawyer seldom restricted 
himself to legalisms, but sought out the broad 
ways of charity and tolerance. He told a young 
woman who wanted to sue a faithless lover that 
her suit was impossible, and “no injured person 
ever got any lasting satisfaction out of revenge.” 
To a man who wanted to recover money loaned 
to a former fiancee he said, “I have noticed, 
Charles, that girls who break off engagements 
will return almost anything but money. They 
like to keep that to remember you by.” 

Not long ago Mr. Scoville told one questioner, 
“No, no, Miss Admirer, you can’t have the date 
of my birth. No dates for the P.L.” For those 
who ever read him, that is the way it will be. 
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Blow to the Truman Regulars 


In case voters still wonder, what they did to 
the Truman Administration’s support in Con- 
gress in the Nov. 7 election was a good deal 
worse than it has appeared to be. Congressional 
Quarterly has compiled figures which show that 
the main blow fell against party regularity—the 
regularity of the Truman Democrats. 

CQ bases its figures on votes where a major- 
ity of Democrats voted one way and a majority 
of Republicans voted exactly the opposite. On 
this basis, the election results were startling. 

Of 19 Democratic Senators who were “regu- 
lar” on 90 per cent of the votes, seven will not 
return to Congress in January. Twenty of 94 
strict House regulars are gone from the Admin- 
istration ranks. The Democrats also lost three 
Senators and 17 House members of just slightly 
lesser voting regularity. So the Administration 
will lose one-fourth of the members who sup- 
ported it from 80 to 100 per cent.

I believe that the United States must 
recognize the People’s Government of 
China, must seat this Red regime in the 
United Nations, must do what the United 
Nations thus constituted directs with re- 
spect to Korea, must avoid any unilateral 
decision with respect to the use of the 
atomic bomb, must prepare ideologically 
and militarily for the defense of Western 
Europe, and must offer unprecedented eco- 
nomic aid to all the world in such a way 
as not to deny the rights of self-determina- 
tion to people anywhere. 

Asia is lost to us. The letter from Dr. 
Francis Cho Min Wei (see below) makes 
that fact clear. There is nothing to be 
gained for the shedding of our blood ex- 
cept the world’s hatred. The Asiatic people 
know that the Communists mean business 
about agrarian reform and the abolition of 
corruption. They know that we have found 
it convenient to support their oppressors.

The 
personal sanctity and liberty we love are 
understood there. We must make common 
cause with these people, lest they and we 
be destroyed by the very forces our in- 
justices have unloosed. We must make 
common cause around the Western Idea, 
which might wax as strong and coherent 
res attractive as the theme which has won

One World could grow out of Europe. 
Wooed by East and West, she may learn 
from both. Condemnation of privilege and

From a Letter to an Episcopal Organiza- 
tion by Dr. Francis Cho Min Wei, Presi- 
dent of Huachung University, China. 

You asked me to express my judgment 
on the matter of the United States Govern- 
ment recognizing the Chinese Government 
in Peiping. To my mind there is ng alter- 
native, and the reasons are as follows: 

In the first place, the People’s Govern- 
ment in Peiping is practically in control of 
the whole of China except Tibet and For- 
mosa, which two regions may be liberated 
sooner or later. As far as the population 


goes, the Government is in control of 95 
per cent of the Chinese people. 

In the second place, I understand it is 
the policy of your Government not to in- 
terfere in internal politics. Your Govern- 
ment has already recognized the Eastern 
European nations, the governments of 
which are very similar to ours in nature, 
and there is no reason why China should 
be discriminated against. 

Thirdly, China has one fourth of the 
world’s population. For the maintenance 
of world peace it seems necessary for your 
Government to recognize our Government, 
so as to co-operate for that purpose. 

Fourthly, there seems to be a certain 
amount of misunderstanding between your 
Government and ours, and it will be only 
after recognition that the two governments 
can come together, with diplomatic rela- 
tions properly established, to remove if 
possible all the misunderstandings and 
suspicions. 

Lastly, ever since I have been able to 
understand politics and watch the actions 
of the governments in China, I have not 
known any government of my country 
which has done so much for the people in 
economic reconstruction, in maintenance 
of a sound currency, in stabilizing prices, 
in keeping peace and order, and in taking 
effective steps to establish democratic 
local government, so as to have really a 
National Government that represents the 
best interests of the whole nation. 

We have to remember that China is mak- 
ing a radical change in its economic policy 
from free economy to planned economy, 
which is not an easy change to make. In 
the meanwhile some people who have in- 
vested in lines of business not really con- 
ducive to the welfare of the people will 
have to suffer, but that is the price we 
have to pay in order to have an economic 
policy most adaptable to the interests of 
the Chinese nation. 

The war of liberation is not yet finished, 
and therefore taxes have to be heavy, but 
we hope they will be reduced when the 
war is entirely over and when industries 
have developed to a certain extent. Be- 
fore this political change the people im 
China suffered without hope, but now they 
are willing to bear hardship for a better 
day to come. 

For the above reasons I would submit 
that the sooner the United States Govern- 
ment recognizes the Chinese Government 
in Peiping the better. This is, of course, 
my personal opinion, but many of my col- 
leagues in Huachung University share it, 
as far as I understand their feelings. 


This More Sudsy World

Detergents—the household hint columns 
are full of ‘em, But just what is a deter- 
gent, anyhow? Webster’ says the word 
comes from the Latin, “de tergere,” mean- 
ing to rub or wipe off. So actually it 
means a cleansing agent. Soap—just any 
old soap—or even plain water is a deter- 
gent according to the dictionary. 

Then why al this midcentury fuss about 
it? Because, says a national patent coun- 
cil report, the wizards of wash powder 
chemistry have given it a special new 
meaning. “Detergent” now means a syn- 
thetic cleansing agent, not a natural dirt 
chaser such as soap. 

The history of soap, as Charlie Mc- 
Carthy would say, is a long story and a 
dirty one. Pliny, the Roman scribe, de- 
scribed the old country method of making 
soap. For centuries it remained the same. 
Many folk still remember how grandma 
boiled smelly fat scraps in lye leached 
from wood ashes, winding up with maybe 
a year’s supply of soft soap. 

Bar soap was but a refinement of this 
Pliny method. But then came the washing 
machine and started whittling 
chips off the old laundry bar with a sharp 
knife, to coax the new gadget into whip- 


ping up faster suds. In 1918, soap fac- 
tories took the hint and ready-whittled 
“flakes” hit the market for the first time. 
What suds they raised in a dirty world! 
Research laboratories blew a sea of bub- 
bles seeking quicksie-sudsy formulas and 
the first synthetic detergents appeared in 
the middle ’30s. 


Chemists described the modern deter- | 


gent as a cleanser composed of two- 
headed molecules. One head seeks dirt, 
the other is a hydrophile—it loves water. 
Put a molecule like that to work on a dirty 
shirt and here’s what happens. One head 
grabs a bit of grime. The other grips the 
water and tattle-tale gray is swished away. 

Production of these patented detergents 
has grown up into a new industry creating 
thousands of new jobs. If cleanliness is 
indeed next to godliness, the world has 
moved much closer to heaven, just since 
the end of World War II.

Answering at his 
headquarters 2—State- 
No. 5—Gen. MacArthur 
attributed his reverses as “due 
entirely” to the enemy's “over- 
whelming strength.”

é6 HE OPEN SOCIETY 
T AND ITS ENEMIES” 
by Karl R. Popper is 
an exhaustive lucid and pertin- 
ent examination of the ideas 
that lie behind democracy and 
totalitarianism. Mr. Popper is 
a philosopher and logician at 
the London School of Econom- 
ics and if one is to judge from 
the aforementioned book he is 
@ thoroughly qualified practi- 
tioner in his chosen fields. It is 
plainly evident, however, that 
he is not interested in mental 
gymnastics for their own sakes. 
He despises high-sounding 
double-talk and obviously be- 
lieves that confused and murky 
writing is the result of equally 
confused thinking. The im- 
penetrable philosopher to him 
is a useless one. 

In his own book Mr. Popper 
is as clear as it's possible to be 
in dealing with abstract thought. 
It's not light reading to be 
Sure; but the reader who is 
willing to invest a little time 
and devote a reasonable amount 
of concentration to his text will 
find that Popper is saying 
something of profound import- 
ance to every man, woman and 
child now alive. He shows the 
direct connection between ideas 
and events. Specifically he 
shows the origin and develop- 
ment of those ideas that have 
helped in shaping such modern 
political movements as Nazism 
and Marxism. 

According to his definition 
the “Open Society” is the free 
society based on the individual 
conscience and the use of rea- 
s0n. The “Closed Society” is 
a tribal society characterized 
by a belief in magic. The mod- 
ern equivalent of the closed 
society is the totalitarian set- 
up which holds that the indi- 
vidual is primarily the servant 


of the age 
Were les of the “Open So- 

ints? Mr. Popper cites 
a long list but reserves a spe- 
cial and extensive consideration 
for Plato, Hegel and Karl Marx. 
It is these and their kind, he 
Says, who have provided the in- 
tellectual basis for the contin- 
uing war against all human 
movements toward equality be- 
fore the law. They are eternal 
reactionaries, the undying ene- 
mies of personal responsibility 
and aspiration. And their in- 
fluence, directly or indirectly, 
may be traced to this day and 
hour. 

In giving Plato such a bad 
eminence Mr. Popper makes it 
clear that he is not dealing 
with all of Plato’s works. He 
is concerned exclusively with 
the Greek philosopher’s socio- 
logical and political thinking as 
set. forth mostly in “The Re- 
public’ and “The Laws.” ‘The 
Republic” is generally regarded 
as a blue-print for an ideal 
city-state; a sort of Utopia. Ac- 
tually it was a fairly accurate 
description of Spartan society 
and in any case it prescribed 
a rigid caste system as neceé- 
sary for conserving artes pad 
harmony. 

In “The Republic’ women 
and children are held in com- 
mon, and mating is to be con- 
ducted under state auspices. In 
- @ highly stratified society it is 
not likely that the lower orders 
will intermarry with their bet- 
ters but in order to prevent anv 
possible miscarriage of eugenic 
breeding air-tight safeguards 
must be used.

“The greatest principle of 
all” Plato writes, “is that no- 
body whether male or female 
should ever be without a leader. 
Nor should the mind of any- 
body be habituated to letting 
him do anything on his own 
initiative, neither out of zeal nor 
even playfully. But in war and 
in the midst of peace—to his 
leader he shall direct his eye, 
and follow him faithfully. And 
even in the smallest matters he 
should stand under leadership. 
For example he should get up, 
or move or wash or take his 
meals ... only if he has been 
told to do so ...In a word 
he should teach his soul, bv 
long habit never to dream of 
acting independently, and to be- 
come utterly incapable of it.” 

In the light of Mr. Pgpper’s 
thorough-gotng and completely 
documented case against Plato 
it is surprising that so many 
liberal thinkers have professed 
admiration and respect for his 
social ideas. Irwin Edman in 
an introduction to a Modern 
Library selection from the 
works of Plato says: “It is be- 
side the point to argue that this 
state of Platos is aristocratic. 
or despotic or austere. It may 
be all three. But in a political 
world of chaos, what Plato 
above all desired was order.” 

That, of course, is what every 
dictator desires too—and every 
prison keeper.

Manage to get into 
the warrior class; or should a 
warrior get into the class of 
guardians without being worthy 
of it then this kind of 
change and underhand plotting 
would mean the downfall of 
the city.” 

Justice, according to Plato, 
has nothing to do with equal 
treatment by the law. Justice 
consists in everybody knowing 
his own place and keeping it. 
“The city is fust” he says, “if 
each of its three classes attend 
to its own work”- which Mr. 
Popper translates as meaning 
that “‘the state is just if the 
ruler rules, if the worker works 
and the slave slaves.’ This is 
not only a totalitarian state 
but one which is désigned to be 
wholly immune to social change. 

Mr. Popper devotes some 222 
pages to an analysis of Plato’s 
authoritarian ideas and supports 
each point in his closely knit 
argument with quotations. He 
includes too, the suggestion that 
Plato may have had political 
ambitions. At one stage of his 
life Plato was adviser to the 
Tyrant of Syracuse and he im- 
plied, or so Mr. Popper thinks, 
that he would be available to 
the Athenians if they wanted 
him. ¥

dantly clear that Hegel regarded 
the state as having a life and 
soul of its own. The state was 
also amoral. It should consult 
nothing but its own interest and 
it was through the state that 
the citizen must achieve all 
freedom and happiness 


But Hegel was not really an 
independent philosopher. He 
was a hired propagandist of 
the Prussian government and 
his bombastic farrago was noth- 
ing more or less than the ra- 
tionalization of King Frederick 
William’s Prussianism. 
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ARL MARX, on the other 
K hand, was a genuine hu- 

manitarian reacting against 
the industrial abuses of “un- 
limited capitalism. As Mr. Pop- 
per points out there are indica- 
tions in his writings that he 
wanted freedom for men and 
mankind and the sort of free- 
dom that could only be achieved 
by releasing them from grind- 
ing economic pressure. Never- 
theless the method he proposed 
for achieving a classless society 
was tainted by a totalitarian 
principle. 

Marx hoped that “the state” 
would ultimately disappear. But 
he held, as a fundamental prin- 
ciple that man’s fate was de- 
termined by his economic needs 
and that he was tied to the class 
struggle. In short, as Mr. Pop- 
per explains it, Marx placed the 
individual in a subordinate posi- 
tion to his group, thus reliev- 
ing him of personal responsibil- 
ity and denying him the rights 
of independent thinking and 
movement. If that were ever 
the status of the individual 
it would always be so even 
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after the one class—the prole- 
tariat—had eliminated its ene- 
mies and taken over the state. 
The course of history in Russia 
seems to vindicate that belief. 


All-three of these “enemies 
of the open society” had a cer- 
tain theory of history, says Pop- 
per. They believed, though in 
different ways, that history 
moved according to fixed laws. 
Such a fatalistic belief in itself, 
is centrary to Christian ethics 
and to humanitarian thinking. 
It makes something like an 
automaton of the _ individual 
who believes it and acts on it. 

In opposition to this concept 
Mr. Popper upholds the use of 
reason, the rights of the indi- 
vidual, the doctrine that nothing 
is determined in this world so 
far as we know and that the 
belief that man can control his 
destiny if he will. He is all for 
political action even though it 
produces mixed results; and he 
is a firm believer in “piece- 
meal” legislation. Attack evils 
as they show up, he counsels, 
be prepared to deal with in- 
ferior leaders, do not be dis- 
turbed by prophecies based on 
the “inevitability” of historical 
movements. 

“Instead of posing as proph- 
ets’ he concludes, “we must 
become the makers of our 
fate.”

HERE’ is there a_ busier 
W ssc and  anthologist 

than Henry Steele Com- 
mager, Columbia University his- 
torian, who in addition to pro- 
ducing many scholarly articles 
and studies in his field, finds 
time to do first-rate editing of 
the work of others? For this 
Christmas he brought out the 
second “St. Nicholas Anthol- 
ogy” and now appears a work 
of his of such importance that 
no Civil War collection can be 
without it. 

The two volumes of “The 
Blue and the Gray” contain de- 
scriptive reports on the war 
between the States, written 
originally by soldiers in letters 
to wives or sweethearts at home, 
in diaries kept in the field, in 
memoirs set down after peace 
had come again. How carefully 
Prof. Commager has winnowed 
the mountain of material can 
be judged from the fact that he 
has been at work reading and 
sorting and comparing for more 
than 12 years. 

One young ‘veteran, 
Twentieth Massachusetts 
unteers wrote: 

“Through our great good for- 
tune, in our youth our hearts 
were touched with fire. It was 
given us to learn at the outset 
that life is a profound and 
passionate thing. While we are 
permitted to scorn nothing but 
indifference, and do not pre- 
tend to undervalue the wordly 
rewards of ambition, we have 
seen with our own eyes, beyond 
and above the gold fields, the 
snowy heights of honor, and it 
is for us to bear the’ report 
to those who come after us.” 

Not all the participants could 
write as well as the Yankee 
from Olympus, named Oliver 
Wendell Holmes Jr., who was 
wounded in the breast at Ball’s 
Bluff in 1861, in the neck at 
Antietam in 1862, and in the 
foot at Marye’s Hill, Fredericks- 
burg in 1863.

Then came 
the carnage, the men reeling 
and falling, splinters from 
wheels and axles where bullets 
hit; horses tearing and plung- 
ing, mad with wounds or terror;

Pat's bucket as black as ink.” 

One of the little known epi- 
sodes was the exciting removal 
of the valuable arms from the 
St. Louis Arsenal to safe terri- 
tory at Springfield, Ill., early in 
1861.

REBIRTH of iiberalism 
A= be in store for the 

West after 50 sterile years, 
and if so the issue of a Mis 
souri Valley Authority is one 
of those most likely to bring it 
about. That is the conclusion 
of what is perhaps the most im- 
portant book of the year so far 
as the West is concerned. Its 
author is a native of Missouri, 
educated at Harvard and the 
Universities of Paris and Lou- 
vain, who is a professor of eco- 
nomics at the University of 
Colorado. 

How badly the West stands 
in need of a new liberal politics 
Dr. Garnsey describes with ap- 
palling effectiveness. Fifty-two 
million dollars a year leaves the 
Mountain West for automobiles 
and nothing comes back from 
their manufacture. Another 
$30,000,000 follows for farm 
machinery, and $6,000,000 for 
life insurance—all to create 
wealth, but wealth elsewhere. 
(The states dealt with in this 
book are Montana, Idaho, Wy- 
oming, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, 
Arizéna and New Mexico.) 

Heavy obstacles stand in the 
way of industrializing this 
lowest-industrialized part of the 
nation, which now has less than 
1 per cent of the manufacturing 
employment in the United 
States. Water supplies are in- 
adequate for it in many com- 
munities. Industrial electric 
power prices are high by com- 
parison with prices in other 
regions. The basing point sys- 
tem, though now outlawed by a 
decision of the Supreme Court, 
prevented Mountain West pro- 
ducers from competing with 
outside basing point cities like 
Chicago and made it easy for 
those outside cities to compete 
with them. The same system 
discouraged the growing-up of 
new industries based on indus- 
tries already established. 
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cessing of fruits and 
ries might have resulted from 
a decrease in the price of sugar. 
But the basing point system re- 
quired Mountain Westerners to 
pay, for beet sugar grown and 
refined in Idaho, “freight 
charges” from San Francisco, 
the nearest seaport for the 
competitive cane sugar of the 
Hawaiian Islands and the Philip- 
pines. Even when _ ingustry 
sprang up, the basing point de- 
prived consumers in the region 
of the price benefits. Motor- 
ists paid imaginary freight 
charges “from Oklahoma Terri- 
tory” on gasoline taken out of 
the ground of their region and 
refined a mile from their filling 
stations. Consumers who bought 
steel made by the region's 
dominant producer, at Pueblo, 


had to pay phony freight for 
1000 miles of imaginary trans- 
portation from Chicago. 

As if this were not enough to 
keep a region prostrate, small

ave, by means of lobbying in 
Washington, enriched them- 
selves at the cost of impoverish- 
ing their part of the country. 
The silver bloc has cost the 
United States Treasury one and 
a half billion dollars but it has 
cost the Mountain West more— 
it has deprived the region of a 
sensible national policy for the 
use of its minerals. The live- 


stock bloc has done its utmost _

wardness is the sugar beet 
industry. The sugar beet has, 
with two drawbacks, been al- 
most as much a natural for the 
white man in the West as the 
buffalo was for the red. It 
supplied a farm crop, a raw 
material of industry, and a 
source of winter feed for live- 
stock. Its two drawbacks have 
been its dependency on subsidy 
and on migratory labor. New

The regional authority has 
achieved a decentralization and 
diffusion of power which is par- 
ticularly attractive to the West- 
erner. Regional decentralization 
looks like the answer to his 
particular version of the prob- 
lem of the concentration of 
power in our society.”

Satellite cities, artificially lim-

Eng- 
land has talked of them for years 
and has gone farther in actually 
testing the theory than elsewhere, 
but the results to date are any- 
thing but encouraging. Under the 
Labor Government, six or eight 
satellites for London have been 
planned, of which three are ac- 
tually being built—at what cost, 
no one can tell. 

Land is condemned at very low 
prices. Then the Government 
provides capital funds plus sub- 
sidies of all kinds—subsidies for 
housing, subsidies for building 
industrial plants, subsidies for 
transportation facilities, subsidies 
for water works, for schools, for 
health services. That isn’t the 
whole list, but it gives the idea. 
The plan was to take a million 
people and many factories out of 
crowded London. But people can’t 
be transplanted like trees and

POINSETTIAS NEED LONG 
NIGHT TO SET NEW BUDS 


Amateur gardeners who have 
had difficulty in coaxing poin- 
settias to rebloom at Christmas 
time may be aided by research 
completed by a team of United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
scientists. Experiments at the 
Plant Industry Station, Beltsville, 
Md., show that the poinsettia 
must have at jeast 13 hours of 
uninterrupted darkness before it 
will form buds. 

Not only is the poinsettia a 
“long night” plant, but it cannot 
tolerate even slight interruptions 
of its “sleep.” When buds were 
being formed, even one-half can- 
dle power of light for one hour 
during the night caused bracts to 
drop off.

LIKELY TO EXCEED 


F-80 JET REVEALED| SALES THIS YEAR 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Dec. 16 
(AP)—What the Air Force hails 
as the longest non-stop flight in 
history by an F-80 jet fighter— 
a trip of 1560 miles—came to light 
belatedly today. 

The Elmendorf Air Force Base 
paper reported officially that 
Capt. Arthur R. Curran, opera- 
tions officer of the Sixty-fourth 
Fighter Squadron, set the record 
Dec. 1 on a flight from here to 
Edmonton, Alta.

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Baseball Learning That It 
Fumbled Chandler Affair. 


ASEBALL MEN didn’t real- 

ize in St. Petersburg that 

they were fumbling the 
Happy Chandler affair, but 
public reaction is informing 
them of their mistake. They 
may be forced to make some 
kind of statement, to answer 
the clamor that has followed 
, the unexplained action they 
“took in declining to renew 
Happy’s contract. 

Without any information to 
guide them, the public natural- 
ly forms its own conclusions. 
Fred Saigh, for instance, was 
against Chandler because Hap- 
py wouldn't let him play a Sun- 
day night game. Nothing could 
be farther from the facts. The 
feud between Chandler and 
Saigh had been hot for a long 
time, before the Sunday game 
episode. As a result of his feel- 
ings for Saigh, Chandler, in- 
stead of telephoning the Cardi- 
nal president and telling him it 
would be unwise, ignored Fred 
and gave his statement to the 
news services. 


Another common point the 
uninformed public makes 1s 
that the owners don’t want a 
tough commissioner. You'll 
ihear men on the street suggest 
they want a commissioner they 
can push around. But the com- 
plaints we have heard from 
baseball men are not because 
Chandler was tough. The com- 
plaint was that he had two sets 
of rules, one for the men who 
were 100 per cent for him and 
another for those who opposed 
him. 

Many baseball men resented 
Chandler's approval of the Paul 
Pettit case and believed that if 
Fred Saizgh or some other man 
on Happy’s blacklist had fig- 
ured in the Pettit case, Happy's 
decision would have been very 
different. Frank McKinney, 
then majority owner of the Pi- 
rates, was a Chandler man, al- 
though that didn’t prevent him 
from threatening to take the 
case to court if the Commis- 
sioner ruled against Pittsburgh 
in the. Pettit case. 


The Case of Bill Corum 
Offended Many Writers. 


HEN there was the case of 

Bill Corum, New York col- 

umnist, highly regarded by 
his. fellow workers as a man of 
“great integrity. Bill took the 
“ferninst” side of a radio dis- 
cussion of the merits of the Leo 
Durocher decision by Chandler. 
A man who had been a gov- 
erfior and a senator, you would 
think, would believe in the 
right of free speech and a free 
press. But because Corum criti- 
cized the Chandler ruling, Bill 
was barred from the world se- 
ries radio. He had been the 
“color” voice at several world 
series. 

Men in all phases of the base- 
ball business were put in two 
groups by Chandler, those who 
shouted his praises and those 
who would raise their voices in 
criticism if they thought Happy 
had made a mistake. Baseball 
writers who ever. criticized 
Chandler were barred when of- 
ficial scorers were selected for 
world series and all-star games. 

There was resentment when 
Chandler fined the late Sam 
Breadon $5000 for going to 
Mexico to see what it was all 
about. Sam had just lost Max 
Lanier, Fred Martin and Lou 
Klein to Jorge Pasquel. Chan- 
¢dler had done nothing to pro- 
tect Sam from further raids. 
lie went to Mexico to learn 
about baseball there and about 
-lorge Pasquel. Breadon’s part- 
ners in the baseball business 
sided with the Cardinal presi- 
dent then, and fortunately for 
everybody, the thing was quieted 
down. As far as we know, Sam's 
check. if he sent one. was re- 
turned, ;

As he recalled events of his 
youth in the Ozarks, Craig fondly 
displayed two turkey: calls—one 
made out of a turkey’s wingbone 
and the other a box-like affair, 
given to him by his grandfather. 

Turkeys Play Numbers Game. 

“Turkey hunting was real fun,” 
he said. “One of my favorite 
spots was just a half mile from 
grandpa’s farm. I got out early 
and waited until davlight. when 
the birds flew off the roost. 

“Then I put a caller to work: 
‘Cluck! Cluck! Cluck!’ You alwavs 
call turkeys in a 3-5-7 series. If 
the gobbler answers with three 
clucks, stay with three. If the 
bird changes ta five or seven, you 
answer in the same number, or 
the turkey will move away.” 

Craig told of one occasion when 
he imitated the call of a hen tur- 
key .(“the hens alwavs call the 
gobblers”) and the answer indi- 
cated a huge gobbler was inter- 
ested.

each call I knew the big 
was moving closer. Then 
there was silence—no answer to 
my calls. Just as I was about 
convinced the turkey had moved 
away, a tremendous — gobbler | 
walked around the tree stump I 
Was using as a back rest. 

“We just looked at each other | 
for a few moments before the | 
turkey ran about 25 feet and took | 
off. I had ‘buck fever’ so bad I 
couldn't shoot. It was several | 
vears before | told grandpa about 
that.” 

Hunted by Moonlight. 

Craig described the way Ozark 
people hunted turkey by moon- 
light. using cowbells as a ruse in 
approaching roosts of the birds, 
which were unafraid of farm an- 
imals. He also told of catching 
12 to 15 turkeys at a time in traps 
made of fence rails 

“Grain was placed in trenches 
leading to the trap. The trenches 
were so constructed the birds 
could follow the grain right un- 
der the trap. built ground 
level, and into the inclosure. 
Once the birds were in. they 
never got out, because a turkey 
keeps its head up.”

0 years ago—my brothers and I had a camp on Mineral 
ork, one of the small, clear streams which flow down 


through Washington county on the Big river-Meramec water- 
shed. We hunted squirrels, 


swam, fished for bass and 

explored the local caves and 

it must. have been along 

about Labor Day when a 

flash flood caught us and 

washed us out. We hiked the 

ten long miles back to civili- 

zation and every one of them 

was doubled by the fact that 

‘each ravine, hollow and spring 

branch was running a torrent 

and had to be traversed to its 

headwaters. Finally we came 

out at Old Mines where our 

friend George Wallace 

warmed and fed the bedrag- 

gled quartet, then hitched 

the team to the surrey and 

drove us home to Potosi, a 

dozen miles away.

Then it was time to return to the city and school; an 
annual hegira of some proportions since it included eight 
youngsters and a cow. The latter, of course, didn’t ride in 
the coach with the rest of us but in a freight car; and she or 
one of her sisters or daughters went to the city with us each

There was one difference between the rest of the 

youngsters in the family and me. For them, we lived 

in the city and summers in the country were a pleas- 

ant interlude. For me, life was concentrated in those 

summer months and the weekends during winter 

when I took the train down on Friday night to stay 

with Grandpa Hall in Potosi. The weekdays in winter 

were merely a necessary evil to be lived through as 

best one might.

@ YOU MAY find it hard to believe, but we pastured old 
Jersey on the block where now stand the Chase and Park 
Plaza hotels. The block which extends from Kingshighway 
to Euclid and from Lindell to Maryland was, in those days, 
a miniature country estate containing the Bixby home. The 
“house, as I remember it, faced on Kingshighway and was 
built of dark red brick with castle-like turrets, a carriage 
driveway leading up to a covered porte-cochere and appro- 
priate landscaping. Behind the house were out-buildings; a 
carriage house and stable, and sundry smaller structures for 
tools and gardeners. The remainder of the block contained 
ample pasturage for one Jersey cow and the fact that she 
grazed there has a dim connection in my mind with the fact 
that Mr. Bixby had been a patient of my father’s, so that they 
had become friends. :

THE GENERAL STORE WHERE THE NEWS WAS BROKEN THAT PEOPLE 


OF BARNWELL COUNTY (S..C.) WOULD HAVE TO MOVE, 


Ellenton and Three Villages Like It in 
South Carolina to Be Destroyed to 
Make Room for Hydrogen Bomb Plant— 
People Dazed, Don't Know Where to Go

ELLENTON, S. C., Dec. 16. 


LLENTON, population 738, is one of those little towns you're 
likely to drive right through before you realize you're in it. It is 
more than 200 years old, and looks every year of its age. The 


main street, which seems to have Just grown without plan or pattern, 
is still a mixture of store buildings afd residences. The latter may 
be pretentious homes, with tall pillars dating from several genera- 
tions back, or they may be fairly modern bungalows, dating from 
the bungalow era. There are two or three modern store buildings, 
just one story high, but the rest of the stores have the patina which 
comes from hot summer suns and winter rains that have come and 


gone. 


An old Negro woman, wearing a colored scarf around her 
head and a tattered sweater which droops almost to her knees, 
is sweeping the front walk of a tall-pillared house. Down at the 


end of the street is the “depot,” 
faded orange in color and pre- 
Civil War in design. Hanging 
around the south end of the 
building, getting the winter sun, 
are a half dozen Negro men. 
Across the street from the depot 
is Cassel’s store, the heart of 
Ellenton. With its weather- 
beaten wood front, its single gaso- 
line pump and its worn and whit- 
tled loafers’ benches, it looks like 
thousands: of other general stores 
in thousands of other little towns 
in the South. 


Such is Ellenton when one 
drives into town. It’s been here 
for a couple of centuries, and un- 
til a short time ago there was 
nothing to indicate it wouldn't 
be here for centuries to come. 
Just looking at it, one finds it 
hard to grasp the fact that in a 
vear or so Ellenton will have 
disappeared off the face of the 
map. The people of Ellenton find 
it even harder to grasp. 

lf someone should knock on 
your door today and inform you 
that by edict of the United States 
Government you had to sell your 
home and be gone within a few 
months—and where you would go 
would be your’ problem—you 
would know how the people of 
Ellenton, and of three other little 
South Carolina towns have betn 
feeling since the Atomic Energy 
Commission selected Barnwell 
County, in western South Caro- 
lina. as the site of a $260,000,000 
plant to manufacture tritium, an 
atomic explosive to be used in the 
hydrogen super-bomb. 

The people of Eilenton had 
heard of the H-bomb, but they 
had never heard of tritium and 
they had never heard that the H- 
bomb might, so to speak, fall on 
them. Unlike the people around 
the Irish Wilderness, in the 
Ozarks, and other possible sites, 
they had not sought the plant 
and had no desire for it. “hey 
didn’t even know their county 
was be considered for t' site 
until representatives of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, the 
Army Engineers and the du Pont 
Company (which will build and 
operate the plant) came to, ' licn 
ton, held a meeting in Cassels 
store, and inforined the civic lead- 
ers of the community what was 
about to happen. 

The 250,000 
learned, would include not only 
Ellenton but also the sms ler 
towns of Dunbarton, Snelling and 
Jackson, and a very small com- 
munity called } ‘r’s Mill. The 
area \ °°: be divided into three 
zones, The centr 'l zone, called 
Zone Number One, would. ye to 
be vacated within six weeks. A 
somewhat larger zone would have 
to be vacated within six months, 
and the outer zone would be va- 
cated in 18 months. 

When the news became general 
the people of Barnwell county 
were unable to grasp the signifi- 
cance of what had happened. They 
looked around at their towns and 
their fields, and they thought, rer- 
haps for the first time in years, 
of how long the towns had been 
there and how much they were 
taken for granted. 

They gathered around the stove 
in Mike Cassel’s store and talked 
about what had happened to 
them. Cassel’s store reflects the 
passing of years like the geolog- 
ical strata in a cross section of a 
mountain. From the front it 
looks like a small, weather-beaten 
store. But when you step inside 
you discover that it’s really a 
tunnel a block or more long, like 
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ONE OF THE OLD MANSIONS IN ELLENTON, S. C. HOMES SUCH AS

three or four general stores in a 
row, On shelves which reach to 
the ceiling, and hanging from 
beams down the center of the 
store, one could find anything 
from a full set of harness to a 
salad fork. Away back in the 
back end of the store sits Mike, 
the present head of the Cassel 
clan. He sits behind an old roll- 
top desk, and around him are the 
dust and clutter of many years 
of running the fantastic store 
which is so long that it hasn't 
just one pot-bellied stove but 


three. 
| elapsed since the news broke, 

Mike had already become just 
about talked out. He had been 
besieged by reporters from every- 
where, not only in person but by 
long-distance telephone, and 
while he was trying to be patient, 
he found it a little difficult. Like 
the rest of the people of Ellenton, 
his statements were beginning to 
sound a little rehearsed, some- 
thing Mike himself was quick to 
recognize and admit. 

“But that.” he pointed out, 
“doesn't mean that it doesnt 
come from the heart and that we 
don't mean it. I've been in busi- 
ness here all my life and my 
daddy befcre me, and I never 
saw or heard of anything like 
this in the history of the United 
States—to take 7000 or more peo- 
plé and just move them out all 
of a sudden.” Mike's voice broke 
and he didn’t try to say anything 
more. 

Mike greatly understated the 
case when he referred so casually 
to his business career and that 
of his Daddy before him. The 
story of the Cassels is one of the 
great romances of Barnwell 
county. 

It started many years ago when 
the first Cassel, Horace M., came 
to these parts from Georgia, Hor- 
ace came of a fine family, but he 
was hot-blooded and had had a 
falling out with his father. He 
came to Barnwell county with as- 
sets of one dollar and a fcx 
hound. He got a job in a saw 
mill, and he fell in love with El- 
len Bailey. Ellen was the fair 
daughter of THE Baileys whose 


* * * 
N .the few days that had 


land had come from a royal grant 
back in the days of King Charles. 
Naturally they were proud and 
Ellen was forbidden to have any- 
thing to do with such truck as 
a saw mill hand. 

But Ellen loved Horace and she 
married him. Her family cast 
her out, and young Horace made 
a vow to lay the world at her 
feet. He did just that. He start- 
ed his empire building with the 
store. He branched out into cot- 
ton, lumber and oil. At one time 
he had more than 100 different 
enterprises afoot, all of them, or 
nearly all of them, making money. 


Since then there has been a 
Horace, Junior, a Horace the sec- 
ond, third and fourth, and now 
Mike is head of the clan. He owns 
the store and the telephone com- 
pany and an oil company and 
about 10,000 acres of land, just 
to name some of his holdings. No 
wonder Mike is sick at heart. 
Why, the telephone company, his 
pride and joy, had just recently 
gotten up to four numbers. 

This in itself is significant. 
Ellenton, the residents will tell 
you, had been enjoying something 
of a boom lately. As a matter of 
fact, they point out, it had only 
recently begun to really recover 
from the war. The Civil War, that 
is. 

Sherman's men went right 
through this part of the country. 
burning and pillaging, and there 
wasn’t much left when they got 
through. 


During the twenties Ellenton 
and Barnwell county were begin- 
ning to recover, and then the de- 
pression struck. Cotton droppeé 
to nothing, and the big land- 
owners, who had always done 
business with the bank on their 
word as gentlemen, were asked, 
for the first time, to put up their 
land as security. And then the 
bank failed. 

D. C. Bush told us about those 
days. The first plantation owner 
in these parts was a Bush. At one 
time the Bushes and the Ashleys 
owned most of the country around 
here. D. C., who is now 65, can 
remember when they used to ride 
to the hounds, chasing the fox 
over one another's plantations. 


Mrs. Bush is part Ashley and part 
Bush. She is 65. 

They only have. a_ thousand 
acres now and they are being 
sharecropped. ‘‘What can a man 
do?” Bush asked me as though, 
being from outside Ellenton, I 
might have brought with me the 
answer to the question they all 
were asking. ‘I’m too old to start 
in farming again. I can’t go into 
business because I don’t know 
anything about running a busi- 
ness. This thing has had me al- 
most sick. I haven't been able to 
sleep—”’ 

* * -_ 

RS. BUSH’S mind dwelt upon 
M ine sort of things many of the 

women of Ellenton were 
thinking about—the intangibles. 
She looked about her at the big 
living room in _ the _ spacious, 
rambling frame house they now 
occupy in town. (Both old plan- 
tation houses fell into decay and 
then burned some- years ago.) 
“What will we do with those 
things? So many things that 
aren't worth taking along to some 
other place, so far as their actual 
Value is concerned, but things that 
are tied up with the past.” 

Mrs. Bush talked also of the 
delicate system of inter-dependen- 
cies which one finds in southern 
towns—the sort of thing a gov- 
ernment agency wouldn't know 
or understand. The impoverished 
widow or maiden aunt, of good 
family but no _ income, who, 
through the help of relatives and 
friends, is able to maintain, to 
herself at least, the appearance 
of gentility; the people who live 
in old family homes which are 
so dilapidated they will bring 
litle from the government ap- 
praisers but which, because of as- 
sociation with the past, mean 
respectability. And, of course, the 
Negroes who have assumed the 
aspect of family retainers, who 
made a lifetime career serving 
one family and are looked upon 
as dependents. What is to become 
of them? No one knows. 

“Where you going, Isom, when 
we have to move out?” people ask 
such old Negroes.

OU can survive. You can live through an atom bomb raid and 
Y so. won't have to have a Geiger counter, protective clothing, or 
special training in order to do it. 


The secrets of survival are: 


Know the steps you can take to 


To begin with, you must realize 
that atom-splitting is just another 
way of causing an explosion. 
While an atom bomb holds more 
death and destruction than man 
has ever before wrapped in a sin- 
gle package, its total power is 
definitely limited. Not even 
hydrogen bombs could blow the 
earth apart or kill us all by mys- 
terious radiation. 

Because the power of all bombs 
is limited, your chances of living 
through an atomic attack are 
much better than you may have 
thought. In the city of Hiroshi- 
ma, slightly over half the people 
who were a mile from the atomic 
explosion are still alive. At Naga- 
saki, almost 70 per cent of the 
people a mile from the bomb lived 
to tell their experiences. Today 
thousands of survivors of these 
two atomic attacks live in new 
houses built right where their 
old ones once stood. The war may 
have changed their way of life, 
but they are not riddled with can- 
cer. Their children are normal. 
Those who were temporarily un- 
able to have children because of 
the radiation now are having 
children again. 


What Are Your Chances? 


If a modern A-bomb exploded 
without warning in the air over 
your home town tonight, your cal- 
culated chances of living through 
the raid would run something like 
this: 

Should you happen to be one of 
the unlucky people right under 
the bomb, there is practically no 
hope of living through it. In fact, 
anywhere within one-half mile of 
the center of explosion, your 
chances of escaping are about 1 
out of 10. 


On the other hand, and this is 
the important point, from one-half 
to one mile away, you have a 50- 
50 chance. 

From one to or. and one-half 
miles out, the odds that you will 
be killed are only 15 in 100. , 

And at points from one and one- 
half to two miles away, deaths 
drop all the way down to only 
two or three out of each 100. 

Beyond two miles, the explosion 
will cause practically no deaths 
at all. 

Naturally, your chances of be- 
ing injured are far greater than 
your chances of being killed. But

even injury by radioactivity does 
not mean that you will be left 
a cripple, or doomed to die an 
early death. Your chances of 
making a complete recovery are 
much the same as for everyday 
accidents. These estimates hold 
good for modern atomic bombs 
exploded without warning. 


What About Super Bombs? 


Do not be misled by loose talk 
of imaginary weapons a hundred 
or a thousand times as powerful. 
All cause destruction by exactly 
the same means, yet one 20,000- 
ton bomb would not create near- 
ly as much damage as 10,000 two- 
ton bombs dropped a little dis- 
tance apart. This is because the 
larger bombs “waste” too much 
power near the center of the ex- 
plosion. From tl. practical point 
of view, it doesn’t matter whether 
a building near the center of the 
explosion is completely vaporized 
or whether it is simply knocked 
into a pjle of rubble. 


To be more specific, a modern 
atomic bomb can do heavy dam- 
age to houses and buildings rough- 
ly two miles away. But doubling 
its power will extend the range 
of damage to only about two and 
a half miles. In the same way, 
if there were a bomb 100 times as 
powerful, it would reach out only 
a little more than four and one 
half, not 100 times as far. 

And remember: All these calcu- 
lations of your chances of sur- 
vival assume that you have abso- 
lutely no advance warning of the 
attack. 

Just like fire bombs and ordi- 
nary high explosives, atomic weap- 
ons cause most of their death 
and damage by blast and heat. So 
first let’s look at a few things 
you can do to escape these two 
dangers. 


What About Blast? 


Even if you have only a sec- 
ond’s warning, there is one im- 
portant thing you can do to lessen 
your chances of injury by blast: 
Fall flat on your face. 

More than half of all wounds 
are the result of being bodily 
tossed about or being struck by 
falling and flying objects. If you 
lie down flat, you are least likely 
to be thrown about. If you have 
time to pick a good spot, there is 
less chance of your being struck 
by flying glass and other things. 

If you are inside a building, 
the best place to flatten out is 
close against the cellar wall. If 
you haven't time to get down 
there, lie down along an inside 
wall, or duck under a bed or ta- 
ble. But don’t pick a spot right 
opposite the windows or you are 
almost sure to be pelted with 
shattered glass. 

If caught out-of-doors,. either 
drop down alongside the base of 
a good substantial building—avoid 
flimsy, wooden ones likely to be 
blown over on top of you—or else 
jump in any handy ditch or gut- 
ter. 

When you fall flat to protect 
yourself from a bombing, don't 
look up to see what is coming. 
Even during the daylight hours, 
the flash from a bursting A-bomb 
can cause several moments of 
blindness, if you're facing that 
way. To prevent it, bury your 
face in your arms and hold it 
there for 10 or 12 seconds after 
the explosion. That will also 
help to keep flying glass and oth- 
er things out of your eyes. 


What About Burns? 

Flash burns from the A-bomb’s 
light and heat caused about 30 
per cent of the injuries at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. Near the cen- 
ter of the burst the burns are 
often fatal. People may be seri- 
ously burned more than a mile 
away, while the heat can be felt 
on the bare face and hands at 
four or five miles. 

To prevent flash burns, try to 
find a shelter where there is a 
wall, a high bank or some other 
object between you and the burst- 
ing bomb. You can expect that 


the bomber will aim for the city’s 
biggest collection of industrial 
buildings. 

A little bit of solid material 
will provide flash protection even 
close to the explosion. Farther 
out, the thinnest sort of thing— 
even cotton cloth—will often do 
the trick. 

If you work in the open, always 
wear full-length, loose - fitting, 
light-colored clothes in time of 
emergency. Never go around with 
your sleeves rolled up. Always 
wear a hat—the brim may save 
you a serious face burn. 


What About Radioactivity. 


In all stories about atomic 
weapons, there is a great deal 
about radioactivity. 


Radioactivity is the only way— 
besides size—in which the effects 
of A or H bombs are different 
from ordinary bombs. But, with 
the exception of underwater or 
ground explosions, the radioactiv- 
ity from atomic bursts is much 
— to be feared than blast and 

eat. 


Radioactivity is not new or mys- 
terious. In the form of cosmic 
rays from the sky, all of us have 
been continually bombarded by 
radiation every hour and day of 
our lives. We all have also 
breathed and eaten very small 
amounts of radioactive materials 
without even knowing it. For over 
half a century, doctors and sci- 
entists have experimented and 
worked with X-rays and other 
penetrating forms of energy. Be- 
cause of all this experience, we 
actually know much more about 
radioactivity and what it does to 
people than we know about infan- 
tile paralysis, colds, or some other 
common diseases. 


It is easy to understand how ra- 
digactivity works if we think of 
how sunlight behaves. 


In the northern part of the 
world, winter’s slanting sun rays 
seldom cause sunburn, but the 
hotter rays of the summer sun 
often do. Still, just a few mo- 
ments in the midsummer sun will 
not give you a tan or sunburn. 
You have to stay in its hot rays 
for some time before you get a 
burn. What’s more, bad sunburn 
on just the face and hands may 
hurt, but it won’t seriously harm 
you. On the other hand, if it 
covers your whole body, it can 
make you very sick, or sometimes 
even cause death. 


In the same way, the harm that 
can come to you from radioactivi- 
ty will depend on the power of 
the rays and particles that strike 
you, upon the length of time you 
are exposed to them, and on how 
much of your body is exposed. 
“Initial” Radioactivity. 

Broadly speaking, atomic ex- 
plosions produce two different 
kinds of radioactivity. First—and 
most important in an air burst— 
is an extremely powerful invisi- 
ble burst of rays and particles 
thrown off at the time of explo- 
sion. This kind is called “in- 
itial” or explosive radioactivity. 
Its rays and particles fly out 
quickly, then promptly die. There

is danger from them only for lit- 
tle more than a minute. The sec- 
ond type of radioactivity—linger- 
ing radioactivity—will be de- 
scribed later. 


The injury range of the ex- 
plosive radioactivity from a mod- 
ern A-bomb is a little over one 
mile, if the bomb is exploded 
about 2000 feet in the air. If it 
is exploded much higher, some 
of the radiation may not reach 
the ground, so the range may be 
less. If it is exploded much low- 
er, the radiation also may not 
reach out as far, because it would 
be blocked by the ground or by 
buildings.

the principal effects of the few 
dying rays that struck you could 
be seen only as temporary blood 
changes in a doctor’s examination. 
You probably wouldn’t even real- 
ize you had been exposed. 


A little less than a mile from 
the explosion center, if you are 
unprotected, you are almost sure 
to suffer illness. Less than two- 
thirds of a mile away, those caught 
in the open are pretty sure to 
soak up a fatal dose of radioac- 
tivity. 

Still, the possibility of your 
being caught without some pro- 
tection is not very great. Even if 


you are on the street, there is a 
good chance that a building, or 
many buildings, will be between 
you and the burst, and they will 
partially or completely shield you. 


Atomic explosions high above 
ground cause the most widespread 
damage. And; as happened in 
Japan, when an A-bomb goes off 
in the air you are far more likely 
to be hurt by the bomb’s blast 
and heat waves than by its radio- 
activity. At Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki slightly over one-half of all 
deaths and injuries were caused 
by blast. Nearly one-third of the 
casualties were from the heat 
flash. 

Radioactivity alone caused only

about 15 per cent of all deaths 
and injuries. 

If the bomb were to go off close 
to the ground, or slightly below 
its surface, the range of the ex- 
plosive radiation, as well as the 
range of the blast and heat, would 
be reduced. This is due to the 
fact that all three would be par- 
tially blocked by the earth, by 
nearby buildings and by other 
obstacles. 

In an underwater burst, there 
would be much less to fear from 
blast and nothing to fear from 
heat. Practically all the explosive 
radioactivity would be absorbed 
by the water. However, there 
would be the second type of ra- 
dioactivity to be described later 
on, 


“Induced” Radioactivity. 


If an atomic bomb goes off in 
the air within two-thirds of a 
mile or slightly more of your 
home, there is no practical way 
of keeping explosive radioactivity 
out of the above-ground part of 
your house. It is possible that, 
at very short range, artificial, or 
induced radioactivity could be set 
up ig gold, silver, and many other 
obje However, this kind of ra- 
dioactivity will never offer great 
danger, so don’t throw away ban- 
dages and other first aid mate- 
rials in the medicine cabinet, 
They will be perfectly safe to use. 

Naturally, the radioactivity that 
passes through the walls of your 
house won't be stopped by tin or 
glass. It can go right through 
canned and bottled foods. How- 
ever, this will not make them 
dangerous, and it will not cause 
them to spoil. Go ahead and use 
them, provided the containers are 
not broken open. 


“Radiation Sickness.” 


Should you be caught upstairs 
or in the open at the time of a 
bombing, you might soak up a 
serious dose of explosive radio- 
activity. Even so, the first indi- 
cation that you had been pierced 
by the rays probably wouldn't 
show up for a couple of hours. 
Then you most likely would get 
sick at your stomach and begin 
to vomit. However, you might 
be sick at your stomach for other 
reasons, too, so vomiting won't 
always mean you have radiation 
sickness. The time it would take 
you to get sick would depend on 
how strong a dose you got. The 
stronger the dose, the quicker you 
would get sick. For a few days you 
might continue to feel below par 
and about two weeks later most 
of your hair might fall out. By 
the time you lost your hair you 
would be good and sick. But in 
spite of it all, you would still 
stand better than an even chance 
of making a complete recovery, 
including having your hair grow 
in again. 


Where to Go? 


If your house is close to the 
explosion, there is little you can 
do to protect it from the bomb’s 
blast, or pressure wave. Within 
one-half mile of the surface point 
directly beneath the explosion, the 
shock wave from an atomic bomb 
is sure to flatten most houses. 
Out to a distance of about one 
mile, steel, brick and wooden 
structures are likely to be dam- 
aged beyond repair. Farther out, 
there is less destruction, but seri- 
ous damage may be expected to 
extend as far as two miles. 

It is only wise to figure that 
the upper floors of most build- 
ings near the explosion will be 
pushed in. This’means the base- 
ment is probably the safest place 
to be. If you have a ‘basement 
and time to get down to it, lie 
flat along the outer wall or near 
the base of some heavy support- 
ing column. You would be even 
safer under a cellar workbench 


or heavy table. Stay away from 
the middle of the floor where 
falling beams and other objects 
are most likely to strike you. 


Naturally, you run a risk of 
being trapped in the wreckage, 
but your over-all chances of €s- 
cape from the bomb in most cases 
are many times greater than they 
would be upstairs. If your base- 
ment has two exits, you will be 
in less danger of being trapped. 

Besides protecting you from 
blast and heat, basements also 
provide shielding from explosive 
radiation, Because, the lower you 
get, the mo barriers against 
radiation theré are likely to be 
between you and the bursting 
bomb. Down in the cellar you'll 
probably be shielded not only by 
other buildings, but also by earth 
and the cement foundations of 
your own house. Earth, concrete 
and steel are good radiation bar- 
riers. 

If you have no basement, look 
around your immediate neighbor- 
hood for a nearby shelter you can 
get to quickly in an emergency. 
Such a shelter might be a cul- 
vert, a deep gully, or another 
building within easy reach. If you 
live in rolling country, there is 
probably a hill close to you. Even 
a high bank will offer some pro- 
tection from most bursts if it is 
between you and the explosion. In 
choosing your shelter, assyme 
that the enemy will aim for the 
industrial buildings. 

If you live in a state where 
there is danger from sudden 
storms like cyclones or hurricanes, 
you may have a “cyclone cellar” 
or something similar. If so, you 
have a shelter that will give ex- 
cellent protection against atomie 
bombs. a 
Preparing House. | 

Starting right now you should 
go in for “fireproof housekeep- 
ing.” Don’t let trash pile up 
around your house and always 
keep it in covered containers. 

If you know you have time when 
an alert sounds, be sure to shut 
the doors and windows and pull 
down the shades. This will help 
keep out fire sparks. 

If you have shutters or venetian 
blinds, or heavy drapes, they will 
also provide some protection 
against harm from flying glass. 

Several other household precau- 
tions should be taken promptly. 
Atomic bombs set off high above 
ground seldom cause breaks in 
underground gas or water mains. 
However, shaking and twisting of 
the buildings by the blast wave 
sometimes snaps off household 
inlets at the point where they 
enter the basement. This may al- 
low gas or oil to flow into your 
cellar. 

To lessen the danger of fires 
and explosions that could result 
from this leakage, you should 
throw the electric switch that 
shuts off your oil burner. 

Your local utility companies 
can give you detailed instructions 
about your gas, pilot lights, and 
s0 On. 

If you have a coal-burning fur-

Keep the house 
closed until all danger is past. 


Use the Telephone Only 


for True Emergencies. 


Do not use the phone unless 
absolutely necessary. Leave the 
lines open for real emergency 
traffic.

A RECENT EXPERIMENT con- 
ducted by the Danish Radio Serv- 
ice tends to prove this theory. 
According to the Public Opinion 
Quarterly published at Princeton,

classic music, put on at great ex- 
pense, was being heard by a rela- 
tively small audience. In the hope 
of getting at the reason they de- 
cided to use a little deception. So 
@ program composed of concerto 
and symphony movements by 
Haydn, Schubert, Mozart, Beetho- 
ven and Mendelssohn was broad- 
cast but WITHOUT ANNOUNC- 
ING THE NAMES OF THE COM- 
POSERS. A week later at the 
game hour the identical program 
was given as a “classical” pro- 
gram with the names of the com- 
posers and “program notes.” 


HERE were quite a number of good films shown here in the 

past year, so much so that of the 200 or so A or alleged A 

movies exhibited, I considered 50 for a place on my annual 
Ten Best list. Here are the Best Ten for 1950, in order: 

ALL THE KING’S MEN (Columbia)—A brilliant treatment by 
Writer-Director Robert Rossen of Robert Penn Warren’s Pulitzer- 
Prize novel about a backwoods dictator, with a superb performance 
by Broderick Crawford. The movie and Crawford won Oscars last 
March. 


ALL ABOUT EVE (Twentieth Century-Fox)—Caustic, sardonic | 


and witty appraisal of the world of the Broadway theater, delight- 
fully engineered by Director-Writer Joseph L. Mankiewicz, with 
vivid, adroit performances all around, especially by Bette Davis, 
Anne Baxter and George Sanders. High comedy at its best. 

INTRUDER IN THE DUST (Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer)—Director 
Clarence Brown translated William Faulkner's novel into an exciting 
and stimulating melodrama, with overtones of mood and color, a 
just dissection of anti-Negro hatred, raw realism, and sharp charac- 
terization. Juano Hernandez was outstanding as the proud, defiant 
old Negro. 

THE BICYCLE THIEF — Director Vittorio de Sica’s Italian 
masterpiece about the tragic search of a poor workman for his stolen 
bicycle, on which his livelihood depends. Desperately real, finely 
compassionate. 

TWELVE O’CLOCK HIGH: (Twentieth Century-Fox)—Best of 
the war movies. About an iron-pants air forces general who drives 
his flyers in combat until they become a great outfit and he cracks 
under the strain. Wonderfully authentic, full of high-pitched drama, 
lean and tense. Gregory Peck gave the best performance of his 
career as Gen. Savage. 

SUNSET BOULEVARD (Paramount)—A sardonic portrait by 
the clever writer-director-producer team of Charles Brackett and 
Billy Wilder of the deterioration of a once-great Hollywood silent- 
picture star and her kept man. Macabre, rawly sensational, sordid, 
and bizarre, but fascinating. Gloria Swanson was just about perfect 
as the faded beauty, and Bill Holden was human and pitiable. 

THE THIRD MAN (Korda-Selznick)—Superb melodrama fash- 
foned by British Director Carol Reed and Screenwriter Graham 
Greene about a search for a black-marketeer murderer in Vienna. 
An exciting thriller, told vividly in visual terms, enriched with mood 
and allusion. Joseph Cotten, Valli, Trevor Howard and Orson 
Welles were all at their best. 

THE HEIRESS (Paramount)—The successful Broadway drama 
about a shy, dull young woman’s struggle against the dominance 
of her brilliant father and the wiles of an unscrupulous fortune 
hunter. Director William Wyler turned it out with immense dis- 
tinction. It had subtlety, sensitivity, perception, a civilized style 
and a delicate sounding of the nuances of character. Olivia de Havil- 
Jand won an Oscar for her brilliant acting, and Ralph Richardson 
gave an equally memorable performance as the father. 

ANNIE GET YOUR GUN (M.-G.-M.)—The Irving Berlin musical 
comedy about Arnie Oakley and Buffalo Bill was one of the best 
musicals ever to hit the screen. Zestful, with a swaggering, roister- 
ing lustiness, great good humor, and a wealth of tuneful songs 
and funny lyrics. Betty Hutton, Howard Keel and Louis Calhern 
were all good. a 

THREE CAME HOME (Twentieth Century-Fox) — A quite 
moving document about life in a Japanese prison camp in Borneo 
during the last war, told simply and honestly by Director Jean 
Negulesco and Screenwriter-Producer Nunnally Johnston, with first- 
rate performances by Claudette Colbert and by Sessue Hayakawa 
as a Japanese colonel.

The audience dwindled 
somewhat but not before the mid- 
dle of the concert and never more 
than ten per cent of what it was 
at the beginning. When the undis- 


the audience was about the same 
as for previous programs of the 
game order. 

The conclusions drawn from the 
experiment were that a certain 
mumber of radio owners had a 
genuine dislike of classical music 
and wouldn't listen to it even 
when it was labeled popular; but 
that a much larger number evi- 
dently enjoyed it who wouldn't 
have listened if they had known 
its identity. In other words they

and the semi-documentary “The Big Lift”; hard-hitting, exciting 
melodramas such as “No Way Out,” “The Asphalt Jungle,” “Panic 
in the Streets,” “Union Station,” and “The Breaking Point”: the 
well-done war picture “Battleground”; comedies like “Father of the 
Bride,” “Jackpot,” “Francis,” “When Willie Comes Marching Home,” 
and “Cheaper by the Dozen”; the musicals, “Riding High” and “On 
the Town”; the Western, “The Gunfighter”: the adventure stories, 
“Treasure Island” and “King Solomon's Mines”: such fine British 
films as “The Fallen Idol,” “The Winslow Boy,” “The Astonished 
Heart,” and “The Rocking Horse Winner,” and the delightful come- 
dies, “Kind Hearts and Coronets,” “Passport to Pimlico,” and “Tight 
Little Island.” 

The foreign language films weren't as outstanding as usual, but 
there were several good ones, in addition to “The Bicycle Thief,” 
among them the French, “The Chips Are Down,” “The Idiot,” and 
“Gigi,” the Spanish “Don Quixote de la Mancha,” and the German 
“The Affair Blum.” Special mention should be made of three fine 
documentaries, “Louisiana Story,” “The Titan,” and “The Quiet 
One,” and the outstanding Walt Disney short, “Beaver Valley.” 

What could be called the worst movie of the year is a matter 
of relativity. If you eliminate obvious duds like Alan Ladd’s “Capt. 
Carey, U.S.A.” and stick to ones where real talent was involved, it 
would be a toss-up between the Rossellini-Bergman “Stromboli” and 
Orson Welles’s “Macbeth.”

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More Attention Is Being Paid 
to Clever Methods of Covering 
Gitts This Year—Through Them, 


Practical Items Take on Glamour

The attention being given to 
clever methods of wrapping gifts 
this Christmas indicates’ that 


Santa Claus is devoting as much 
time to the trimmings as to the 
actual purchase of a remem- 
brance. In fact, a very simple 
gift now can assume impressive 
features by the way in which 
it is packaged. Practical items 
become glamorous; inexpensive 
ones are made to look expensive. 

So important has the idea of 
“first impressions” become that 
experts now are called upon to 
give a professional touch to the 
wrapping of gifts as well as to 
provide instructions to amateurs 
who want to develop their own 
talents. Recognized as an author- 
ity on gift wrapping, decorative 
themes for the Yuletide season 
and flower arrangements is Mrs. 
Ethel Dillon Stafford, 473 Park 
avenue, Webster Groves. A mem- 
ber of the faculty of Clayton 
High School, Mrs. Stafford in- 
corporates artistic features in her 
classes in home economics as well 
as finding time to give talks 
before women's groups and to 
lend a hand when her friends 
need some expert guidance. 

According to Mrs. Stafford, any- 
one who is willing to take the 
time and trouble, can master the 
technique of gift wrapping after 
she has caught on to the funda- 
mentals of making a package look 
neat.. The individuality of the 
package naturally depends greatly 
upon the taste and artistic ability 
of the person, but if it loaks 
“messy” no amount of tinsel or 
ribbon can overcome such a major 
defect. 

This expert is a firm believer, 
also, in personalizing gifts by the 
careful selection of their cover- 
ings. 

“In purchasing a gift, all of us 
try to obtain one tnat expresses 
the personality of the one to re- 
ceive it, so this same thought 
should be expressed in the way 
the gift is wrapped,” insists Mrs. 
Stafford. “The woman who is 
tailored likes to receive a pres- 
ent that has a tweedy emphasis 
while the one who is very femi- 
nine deserves a frilly type of 
package. Boys and girls like gay 
and even  humorous-appearing 
packages while the man deserves 
to have his gift wrapped with

equal attention to his hobbies and 
his interests.. The shade of paper 
used also varies the appearance 
of the package from feminine to 
masculine.”

Another suggestion of Mrs. 
Stafford which is especially im- 
portant at the Christmas season 
is that the boxes in which gifts 
are placed actually be covered 
with festive paper rather than 
merely wrapped. The advantage 
of this, as she points out, is that 
gifts often are put back into their 
boxes after the initial unwrap- 
ping, the papers and ribbons are 
discarded and the presents cre- 
ate a haphazard array around the 
Christmas tree. Most families like 
to keep their gifts on display but 
too often much of the holiday 
festivity disappears when the ar- 
ticle has been unwrapped. By 
covering the box or other con- 
tainer even the most practical 
gift of hosiery, blouse or sweat- 
er contributes to the colorful, 
Christmas effect throughout the 
holidays. 

In choosing her papers Mrs. 
Stafford prefers to select an as- 
sortment of solid colored papers 
to use for covering and wrapping, 
and decorative papers for accents. 
She likes to cut out the designs 
on patterned papers and use them 
for decorations on plain papers, 
believing that this adds individ- 
uality. This season she has found 
many unusual shades of paper 
with which to work. New tones 
of green, blue, cerise yellow and 
the dark suede-finished papers 
all contribute smart effects, espe- 
cially when decorated with pat- 
terns cut from printed types. 


Many novel effects are possible | 


because of the variety of wrap- 
pings, so it is largely a matter of 
imagination and ingenuity in pro- 
ducing smart looking packages. 
The glistening, fringed bandings 
available in different shades of 
which red and green are most 
Christmas-like may be swirled and 
twisted in numerous ways. Metal 


foil is advantageous and pretty 
in the handling of odd-shaped 
gifts. Ribbon assortments are 
equally varied, some of the new 
ribbons having a metalized finish 
without being stiff and difficult 
to tie. Fluorescent papers and 
ribbons that glow in the dark are 
noteworthy, too. 

Mrs. Stafford likes to use tinsel 
cotton, sequin banding, paper 
doilies, sequin foil, lacy ribbons, 
gilded pine cones and gilded seed 
pots, sprays of evergreen and bits 
of shredded ribbons to create un- 
usual designs. In fact, it seems 
that she utilizes any and every- 
thing that has a holiday aspect. 
One little box covered with green 
paper has a center ornament on 
the top that is typical of her art. 
She has used a pocket mirror for 
the centerpiece, pasting it in place 
and bordering it with white cot- 
ton fringe. There is a white motif 
painted on the mirror. An equally 
clever box utilizes an old Christ- 
mas card on the cover. This is 
bordered with sequins. A piece of 
metallic ribbon shredded at one 
end and attached at the corner of 
a deep blue covered box is held 
down here and there with paste 
and gives the efiect of shooting 
stars. Tiny stars are used to com- 
plete the decoration. The name of 
the recipient of a gift also may be 
written in sequins on a covered 
box. 

It is fun, too, Mrs. Stafford has 
discovered, to wrap difficult pack-

Lingering Radioactivity. 

Knowing how to protect your- 
self from blast, heat and explosive 
radioactivity, only one major 
problem remains: That is how to 
avoid harm from lingering radio- 
activity. 

Explosive radioactivity bursts 
from the bomb at the time of ex- 
piosion and lasts for only little 
more than a minute. 

Lingering radioactivity remains 
for a longer time, from a few 
minutes to weeks or months, de- 
pending on the kind of radioac- 
tive material. ; 

Lingering radioactivity may be- 

_@ome a danger when _ atomic 
bombs are exploded on the ground, 
underground, or in the water. Air 
bursts leave no dangerous linger- 
ing radioactivity. 

Most lingering radioactivity 
comes from leftover bomb wastes, 
or “ashes.” technically called. fis- 
gion products. They consist of 
countless billions of fragments, or 
pleces, of atoms split up in the 
explosion. Smaller, and usually 
less dangerous, amounts of lin- 
gering radioactivity may be 
thrown off by scattered atoms of 
uranium or plutonium that fail 
to split up when the bomb goes 
off. 

These totally invisible radioac- 
tive particles act much the same 
as ordinary, everyday dust. When 


are scattered about in patches and 
contaminate, or pollute, every- 
thing they fall on, including peo- 
ple. While they can be removed 
easily from some surfaces, they 
stick very tightly to others. It is 
practically impossible to get ab- 
solutely all of them out of house- 
hold corners and cracks. Most | 
of the time, it is far easier to pre- 
vent pollution than it is to re- 
move it. 

Radioactive Clouds. 


In spite of the huge quantities | 
of lingering radioactivity loosed | 
by atomic explosions, people for- 
tunately are not very likely to be | 
exposed to dangerous amounts of | 
it in most atomic raids. 

Since high-level bursts do the 
greatest damage, that is the kind 
we can expect most often. When 
atomic weapons are exploded in 
mid-air, the violent, upward surge 
of super-hot gases and air quick- 
ly sweeps practically all the ra- 
dioactive ashes and unexploded 
bits of bomb fuel high into the 
sky. Most of them are carried 
harmlessly off in the drifting 
bomb clouds. High-level explo- 
sions definitely will not create 
“areas of doom,” where no man 
dares enter and no plant can 
grow, In fact, they will leave 
very little radioactivity on the 
ground, even near the point of ex- 
plosion. Firefighters and rescue 
teams can move promptly toward 
the center of destruction with 
little danger of facing harmful 
radiation. 

And regardless of all you may 
have heard or read concerning 
the dangers of radioactive clouds, 
after the first minute and a half. 
there is actually little or nothing 
to’fear from those produced by 
high-level bursts. While most of 
the radioactive materials swept 
up into the sky eventually fall 
back to earth, they are so widely 
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of the two Japanese atomic bomb- 
ings. 

It was said earlier that 15 per 
cent of the Japanese A-bomb 
deaths or injuries were caused by 
radioactivity. But not one of them 

was caused by the lingering kind. 
Explosive radioactivity caused 
them all, 


Ground and Water Bursts.

In underwater explosions, large 
portions of the bomb’s radioactive 
wastes will be “trapped” by the 
water and then spread over the 
immediate area. Under these con- 


| ditions, serious ground pollution 


is to be expected. 

After a water or underground 
burst a cloud of very radioactive 
mist or dust might~ form and 
spread, particularly downwind, in- 


juring people who weren't well | 


sheltered. 

If the explosion has been un- 
derground, at ground level, or in 
the water, stay in your shelter. 
If caught in the open, get in- 
doors right away. Then stay in- 
doors for at least an hour or un- 
til you get instructions. It may 
be necessary to stay inside for 
three or four hours. The reason 
for this is that most lingering ra- 
dioactivity loses its power very 
fast. So staying undercover for a 
while will greatly reduce the dan- 
ger. 

Any rain or mist that comes 
right after an atomic explosion 
should be considered dangerous, 
even though it may not always be 
radioactive. Keep from getting 
wet if you possibly can. 

And remember that an air burst 
will leave no lingering radioactiv- 
ity of importance, so after a few 
minutes it will be safe to get out 
and help fight fires or to help 
people who may need it. 


Detecting Radioactivity. 
While we cannot see, hear, feel, 
smell, or taste radioactivity, its 
presence readily can be detected 
with Geiger counters and other 
instruments. However, you won't 
have to know how to use one of 
these. Instead, you can rely on 
your local radiological defense 
teams—a small, specially trained 
corps of ‘“‘meter readers’’—to warn 
you of the presence of lingering 
radioactivity. You also can count 


and so thinly spread that they are 
very unlikely to offer any real 
dangers to humans. Thousands of 
bombs would have to be set off 
in the air before serious ground 
contamination would be found 
over really large areas. There 
was no ground-levcl pollution of 
any importance following: either 


on them to see to it that fire- 


| fighters, rescue workers, and oth- 
‘er people who may have to en- 


ter contaminated places do not 
remain there long enough to be 
injured. 

But always remember our sun- 
light comparison. There is usual- 
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detectable and dangerous amounts 
of radioactivity. The rays and 
'particles from an ordinary, lumi- 
nous-dial wristwatches will cause 
a roar in the earphones of a Gei- 
ger counter, as just one example. 
We must not lose our heads just 
because radioactivity is reported 
as present. 


Protecting Yourself. 

While attempting to avoid ex- 
posure to the bomb’s blast, heat, 
,and explosive radioactivity, also 
_do what you can to keep from be- 
| ing showered by radioactive waste 
| materials. Inside a_ shelter or 
_ building there is little or nothing 
'to fear from this source. But if 
_caught ,out-of-doors, try to grab 
hold of something to cover your- 
self with when vou fall to the 
ground. A board or some sheets 
of newspaper might help, but a 
' raincoat would be better. The ob- 
ject is, of course, to keep radio- 
active dust and raindrops off your 
body and clothing. When it’s safe 
to get up, throw away your cov- 
| ering. 

Always do what you can to help 
| other people. There is no chance 
'of your being harmed by radio- 
activity from the bodies of oth- 
ers, even if they have radiation 
injuries. Don’t leave injured peo- 
ple where they may be burned. 
Direct rescue workers to persons 
trapped in the wreckage. If nec- 
essary to bandage open cuts and 
wounds and no standard first aid 
equipment is available, use parts 
of your own or the victim’s cloth- 
ing. But tear them from the un- 
der, not the outer garments.

If you have walked through rub- 
ble from a ground burst or water 
from an underwater’ burst, be 
sure to change at least your out- 
er garments and shoes. Outer 
clothes will automatically serve 
as a “trap” for most of the ra- 
dioactivity you may accidentally 
pick up. By taking them off you 
will remove most of the contam- 
ination. If the clothing is heav- 
ily contaminated, it is best to 
bury it. 

You also should manage to take 


a bath or shower, if you have been 
in an area of lingering radioac- 
tivity. It is important that all 
radioactive materials be removed 
as soon, as possible from your 
body, and bathing is the only 
practical means of getting rid of 
them. You won't need special 
cleaning compounds.»Warm water 
and soap are ideal. 

In washing, pay particular at- 
tention to your hair, for that is 
one place where the wastes are 
sure to pile up. Also give your 
hands a good scrubbing and get 
all dirt out from under your fin- 
gernails. If there is a radiologi- 
cal defense man handy, have him 
check you with his meter after 
you've finished your clean-up.

Keep all windows and doors 
closed for at least several hours 
after an atomic bombing.

EADER R.P.L., of Milwaukee, 

thinks that we should all re- 

sist the tendency to accept 
the new meanings of old words: 
“Let us quit tinkering with the 
language,” he writes, “lest it be 
corrupted and debased beyond 
repair.” 

Reader R.P.L.’s sincere concern 
about our language has my com- 
plete sympathy. But it is based 
on the false premise that a living 
language can be made to stand 
still or to remain frozen between 
the covers of a dietionary or 
grammar book. 

It simply doesn’t work out that 
way, and it never has. When a 
language stops changing, it dies, 
like Latin and Greek. 

In a living language, words are 
constantly changing in meaning 


used in the modern meaning. It 
meant “inform; notify; warn.”

MOSCOW, Dec. 16 (AP)—The 
Navy newspaper Red Fleet 
charges Israel is being turned 
into an American war base.

Dr. Henry G. Bennett of Okla- 
homa A.&M. College, who took 
over Dec. 1 as an assistant Secre- 
tary of State to administer the 
program of technical assistance 
to backward areas, is a realist 
with an imagination. 

He becomes head of the world- 
wide good neighbor policy with 
a know-how that is reflected in 
his building Oklahoma A.&M. in 
22 years from‘a country college 
to a widely-known institution with 
physical assets of $50,000,000. 

To Spend $34,000,000. 
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Bennett is well-suited for the 


| new program, which must feel its 
‘way in spending $34,000,000 to 
(the best advantage in developing 
agriculture, health and education. 


He has many firsts to his credit 


'{ncluding a sound soil conserva- 


tion program and the origination 
of the flying farmers organization. 

Last year Bennett delved into 
problems of reconstruction of 
agriculture in Germany when he 
served for a time as a consultant 
to the military government there. 
Last spring Bennett went to 
Abyssinia as counsellor for Ethi- 


‘opian leaders of agriculture and 
education. 


The Point Four program—so 
called because it was Point Four

for foreign aid—*“is not a program 
to give anything away,” Bennett 
said in an interview. “It is just 
hard business.

NEW DELHI, India, Dec. 16 
‘AP)- The t-ojected meeting of 
India’s Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru and vrakistan’s Prime Min- 
ister Liaquat Ali Khan is viewed 
here as the first official move Of 
the two nations to draw closer 
together in face of the security 
threat poised by the Chinese Com- 
munist invasion of Tibet. Nehru 
announced recently he would go 
to Pakistan for the conference as 

goon as circumstances permit. 


Leaders of both countries, both 
civil and military, are gravely 
concerned that the Chinese drive 
toward their northern frontiers 
finds India and Pakistan still 
growling at each other over the 
Kashmir dispute and other issues. 
They are apprehensive lest the 
armed forces of both countries 
have their guns pointed at each 
other and are not prepared for 
the potential danger to the north. 

Observers agree that neither 
Pakistan nor India is able to put 
up an effective barrier against 
Communist penetration, either 
armed or undervround, via the 
Tibetan borders as long as both 
are required to garrison a 6(0- 
mile cease-fire line because of the 
dispute over Kashmir. 

Need to Be Prepared. 

The Tibetan invasion brought 
home to Indian leaders the fact 
that they must be prepared to 
have as a new northern neighbor 
the powerful Chinese Communists 
who up to now have shown no 
hesitancy to support the Commu- 
nist cause across a frontier, as in 
Korea. 

Those responsible for India’s 
national security also are con- 
cerned over the possibility that 
the Tibetan concnest will give the 
Chinese valuchle air hases within 
a short air distance of New Delhi. 

India experts on Tibet report 
that the area around the Tibetan 
Jake, Manasarowar, less than 300 
air miles northeast of India’s cap- 
ital, provides facilities for the 
conceivable operation of both 
land and seaplanes. 

Bases Could Be Used. 

Admittedly there are physical 
problems of supplying bases in 
that area since the 14,000-foot 
altitude presents major handi- 
caps, but air experts here claim 
the use of such bases in the event 
of a conflict cannot be ruled out.

HEN the new St. Louis County charter becomes effective on January 1, 

citizens of the county will assume control of their government for the 

first time. Since 1876, when the urban city and the rural county were 
separated governmentally, county residents have been governed in local 
matters by a three-man county court acting as an administrative arm of the 
State Legislature. 

At the time of the historic separation, the sleepy little village of Clayton 
became the new county seat and only 30,000 people lived in the county's 497- 
square-mile area. While its form of government remained unthanged in the 
ensuing 75 years, its population increased tremendously, particularly in the 
last two decades. Boasting a new $1,650,000 courthouse, Clayton is now a 
bustling suburban business center, and the county population stands at 404,355. 
With this vast growth came complex urban ooilious that could be met only 
with home-rule government. 

The new Missouri constitution of 1945 opened the way for such home rule 
and St. Louis County was quick to take advantage. In a series of 37 meetings 
over a year's time, a special commission composed of 14 freeholders drew 
up a proposed charter for submission to the voters. It was adopted at a special 
election last March 28. 


To replace the old county court, the new charter provides for a chief . 


executive and a seven-man legislative body, all of whom were elected last 
month and will take office January 1. The county supervisor is the adminis- 
trator, and seven councilmen, each representing a district corresponding to the 
present state legislative districts, are the legislators. 

The supervisor, elected at large for a four-year term at a $10,000-a-year 
salary, is responsible for proper and efficient administration of county oe 
tions in his charge. He has power to veto ordinances passed by the council, 
appoint various officials, co-ordinate work of agencies in his jurisdiction. He 
also serves as budget officer, it being his duty to draw up the annual budget. 

The council is empowered to pass ordinances in fields permitted by the 
state constitution and state law, but none of its powers conflicts with those 
now held by the 91 incorporated municipalities within the county. In all, the 
charter lists 24 matters on which the council may legislate, some being . 
missive, others mandatory. Among the first things it must do are: Establi 
rules governing its procedures, designate maximum number of employes in

Another of the important tasks facing the council is effectuating the charter 
requirement for a merit system in four departments by November 1, 1952. 

All administrative functions are organized into 11 departments: Adminis- 
tration, finance and records, law enforcement, public works, planning, public 
health, hospitals, public welfare, parks and recreation, education, judicial 
administration. ith some 800 employes, the four — which even- 
tually will be put under a merit system are health, hospitals, welfare, and 
parks and recreation; each will be headed by an appointive official, board or 
commission. Other departments are under elected officials, have a total of 
900 employes. 

A chief feature of the new charter is its requirement of a balanced budget. 
It aims to place the county on a pay-as-you-go financial basis by providing 
that appropriations can be no more than estimated revenue for the year, and 
that estimated revenue can be no more than ‘actual receipts of the previous 
year. If new revenue sources are found, appropriations may be increased 
up to 90 per cent of the anticipated new revenue. The budget limitation is 
designed to eliminate borrowing to pay current expenses. 

Principal criticism of the new government is that much of the old political 
patronage system is retained. Present elective offices remain elective under 
the new charter, and neither the council nor the supervisor wil] have jurisdic- 
tion over internal operations of those offices except as to their budgets. 
Elected officials are: ssor, circuit clerk, collector, four constables, coroner, 
county clerk, highway engineer, public administrator, recorder of deeds, 
sheriff, superintendent of schools, and treasurer. 

Proponents of the new charter felt that elimination of elective offices 
would have doomed the charter at the election because of opposition by office 
holders and their employes. However, they hope that eventually most of- 
fices will be made appointive and that all will be placed under civil service.

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’ TARKIO—MISSOURI'S ICEBOX 


Sharp Kansas Winds, Plus a Handy Weather Station, Give Town Its Reputation 
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By GEORGE McCUE of the PICTURES Staff 


ARKIO, MISSOURI, is a town that has won 
renown by being cold in winter and hot in 
summer. When the weather becomes so 

severe that State roundups of temperature 
readings make news, Missourians have come 
to ex that the lowest—or highest—re- 
ported for the day will be Tarkio’s. 

However cold or hot it may be elsewhere 
in Missouri, at Tarkio it usually seems to be 
even more so. One day this month, Tarkio 
was low for the State with eight degrees; the 
next day, when weather bureaus reported that 
“the cold wave has lost its punch,” Tarkio 
scored again, this time with the State’s least 
cold temperature of 25 degrees. 

The place where this attention-compelling, 
outlandish weather occurs is a town that re- 
sembles neither Lower Slobbovia nor Death 
Valley. It is, in fact, a pleasant village of a 
couple of thousand population in Atchison 
County, in the northwest corner of the State. 
as Rotary “re —e it as “A town 
where it's to appy- 

Citizens of Tarkio are pleased at the fame 
the weather station thermometer has brought 
their way, but they are also amused. To the 
inquiring wayfarer, they candidly explain that 
the Tarkio weather station is at the 
on a prairie bottom a mile from town; that its 
thermometer is exposed to fanged winds 
from Kansas and Nebraska, that the reading 
in town is likely to be several degrees milder 
than the official one. 

The fact is that Tarkio’s weather extremes 
are a statistical accident. Tarkio is one of 15 


Missouri stations that send out hourly tele- 
type reports of weather data, ‘including tem- 
peratures, for spot checks. Of this small 
group, it is the only station on the high north- 
west plateau. However, when monthly mailed 
reports of the other weather stations over the 
State—some 200 of them—are compiled, it 
often develops that the extreme recognized of- 
ficially was at one of Tarkio’s neighbor towns, 
or even in another section of Missouri. 

The cold record for Missouri is 40 below, 
set at Warsaw, in Benton County, in 1905; 
the hottest was 118 in July, 1936, at Clinton, 
in Henry County, and also at Lamar, in Bar- 
ton County. Tarkio’s best was 113 in 1936, 
and 28 below in January, 1947. 

Maryville, a few miles east of Tarkio, has 
the State’s lowest average year-cround tem- 
prey the degrees; at Tarkio it is 51.5. 

st December, January and February, Tarkio 
won the State’s cold honors iy those months 
with marks of 12, 15 and 13 degrees below 
zero, one of the winters when it really made 
a showing on the hye records. 

The people of Tarkio do not have a 
sessive attitude toward the weather, but they 
are mag at an order by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority that will take away their 

rt weather station on January 1. The 
CAA station, beacon and extensive radio faci- 
lities are being pulled out for lack of funds. 
Then Tarkio’s weather will go off the daily 
spot-check list, and St. Joseph or Kirksville 
probably will become known as Missouri's 
icebox or hotbox, according to the season.

NITED NATIONS formal debate on Korea—or almost 

anything else—frequently hinges on informal, behind- 

the-scenes conversations in the delegates’ lounge at 
Lake Success, in hotel rooms, or at the luncheon table. 
Some of the major recent developments on the diplomatic 
front have originated with private meetings. Delegates of 
the directly-involved powers set their policy at huddles 
between sessions. Basically ‘neutral’ delegates have 
frequently been leading figures in side talks reaching far 
beyond the confines of the General Assembly. Acutely 
interested because of the threat to the entire world’s peace, 
their role is that of intermediaries. 

Among the more active neutral delegates working on 
the sidelines has been Sir Benegal Rau of India. As rep 
resentative of an Asian nation with long-standing western 
ties, he has the ear of both the Western Powers in the 
United Nations and of the Chinese Communist govern- 
ment. India is one of 13 East and Middle East nations that 
have joined efforts in seeking a means for a diplomatic 
settlement of the crisis.

Crowd Objects to Actor Who Once Played in Nazi Film

Nazis, especially Jews. Some 2000 demonstrators who oe 
posed his appearance stormed the theater, defended by 
police armed with fire hoses and clubs. They broke win- 
dows and doors, tried to shout down the performance. A’ 
homemade stench bomb was tossed inside the theater, bu 
failed to drive out the audience. \ 
Krauss was appearing in Berlin in Ibsen's “John Ga- 
briel Borkman” with the Burg Theater Company of Vienna. 
The company had been invited to the city by the West 
Berlin government, which had rejected repeated demands 


by the Berlin Jewish community to cancel the engagement.

Polio has made a better man out of him 


ISEASE 4imost scored a KNOCKOUi Ove: 
Kenneth Keyes, Jr., when he Wa: 
just getting started in life. But Keyes: 
came back and today—at 31—he s a bet- 
ter man than ever 

Keyes had just gone to work in Mis 
father’s real estate office when he was 
felled by polio. Yet right now. despite 
the fact that he can’t use his arms or 
legs, he’s a prosperous realtor, an engi- 
neer, an inventor, a designer and the 
author of a book (“How to Develop 
Your Thinking Ability,” McGraw-Hil, 
$3.50). 

The Keyes drama began when he was 
struck down by illness shortly after 
leaving the Navy in 1946. For weeks he 
fought for his life and when he had won 
this battle he “discovered he stili had 
another one to fight. His arms and legs 
had been paralyzed for life. 

Keyes’ recovery was painfully slow. 
After months of agonizing effort he 
finally learned to prop himself into a 
sitting position with his elbows. The. 
he went to work in earnest. 


How He Came Back 


Within a year Keyes revolutionized 
his life and that of his family. He de- 
Signed an electric wheelchair, a tele- 
phone that didn’t require the use of 
hands and a bookstand that automati- 
cally flipped the pages of his books. 

“One of my big worries, then, was lack 
of sleep,” he recalls. “I couldn’t turn over 
in bed and would lie awake all night. 
So I invented an electric mattress that 
flips me over automatically every two or 
three hours.” 

Keyes now works a full eight-hour day 
as a realtor, then comes home, plays 
with his children, helps his wife with 
dinner, repairs all the household ma- 
chinery and writes until midnight. 

“Although I can’t walk any more,” he 
Says simply, “I’m a better man now than 
I was when I could!”

There it takes the form of regular and frequent 
questions posed by their two daughters: blonde 
Brenda, 8, and dark-haired Maureen, 4%. 

Norma Mackey tries to meet their questions— 
and attitudes—squarely. Some samples (see also 
pictures at right): 

@ “Are all fat women going to have babies?” 
Brenda once asked her mother? 

@ “Why should one calf be black and white, 
and the other just white?” she inquired after 
watching a cow give birth to two calves. 

@ “Why are some babies boy babies and some 
girl babies?’’ Maureen wanted to know. 

@ “Why are women made different from men?” 
Brenda wondered. 

Even small Maureen knows already that she 
will marry a boy, and that he won’t be a relative. 

Both girls laugh at stories about the “stork.” 


You Must Be Honest! 


a heen MACKEY feels keenly her duty to give 
right answers to her children’s questions. 
“You have to be awfully cautious and honest 
about what you tell them, because one girl 
passes it on to the other,” she says 

Anxious as she is to give her girls the best 
possible instruction in sex, Norma Mackey has 
attended all three of the Board of Education 
lectures on sex education given so far. She was 
in the audience last Monday night to hear 
Louise Bates Ames, head of research at the 
famed Gesell Institute of Child Development of 
New Haven, speak candidly on “A develop- 
mental approach to problems of sex behavior in 
the child.” 

What she heard applied directly to Brenda 
and Maureen—and with equal directness to the 
sons and daughters of America who will become 
the husbands and wives of the next generation. 

“Our goal,” Miss Ames declared, “is to bring 
up men and women who will have happy and 
vigorous sex lives. Jt is not simply to keep chil- 
dren ‘out of trouble.’ 

“Our customs and traditions about sex are 
very different from what we actually feel or do. 
We must face the facts and let our culture stop 
being so two-faced about sex, whether with 
young children, adolescents or adults.” 

The problem of sex education, she continued, 
is usually HOW and WHEN to offer sex knowl- 


edge to children. “We must grade the average 
ability of the child’s readiness to know, under- 
stand and accept sex knowledge.” 

Here are her guideposts for parents: 

@ Study your child. Children’s interest in sex 
develops predictably, but children differ among 
themselves. A simple answer is usually enough. 
Your best guide is your child’s own questions. 

@ Talk calmly. A parent should never betray 
alarm, disapproval, or a sense that questions are 
“not nice.” If neither parent can talk without 
embarrassment, find someone else to do it — 
a relative, a teacher, a doctor, or a book. Above 
all, don’t evade your child’s questions. 

@ Never force information on a child. Wait 
until you know he can understand and wants to 
know. Proper timing is important. Don’t try to 
get sex education “over with” in one sitting. 

@ Never be shocked at what your child does. 
Lack of interest in sex is as serious as over- 
interest. Treat both as sympathetically as you 
would poor eyesight. Your own shock may hurt 
your child. 

@ Never alienate your child, especially as he or 
she approaches the teens. Scolding, coldness, or 
a sense of shame may drive him to seek answers 
—wrong answers, perhaps—elsewhere. 

@ Never concentrate simply on keeping your 
child “out of trouble.” That is only half your job. 
Your full job is to give him a complete, grad- 
ually unrolling view of himself and how sex fits 
into the whole pattern of his life. 

Two lecturers preceded Dr. Ames in the 
Bridgeport series — Dr. Frank J. O’Brien of the 
New York Board of Education, and Anna W. M. 
Wolf of New York’s Child Study Association. 


Sex Is Not a ‘‘Horrid Thing!’

economist to figure out why. 

Actually, the trend began a num- 
ber of years ago. As a result, the sim- 
ple game that Dr. James Naismith 
started by hanging a couple of peach 
baskets at opposite ends of a gym- 
nasium in 1891 now has become the 
nation’s highest-scoring sport! 

Last year Bob Zawoluk (see cover) 
of St. John’s University in Brooklyn, 
scored 65 points in a single game. 
Bud King, of Morris-Harvey in West 
Virginia, scored 967 during the sea- 
son. Twenty years ago an entire 
team would have settled for fewer 
points than these! 

Is this really basketball—or just a 
numbers game? 

Whatever it is, fans seem to like 
it. Court attendance last season 
climbed to a new high and enthusi- 
asm mounted to hysterical levels. 
Yet coaches are skeptical. 

They’re afraid (a) that the sport’s 
finesse will be lost in haywire at- 
tempts to roll up more and more 
points. And they think (b) that it’s 
high time to put a lid on the basket. 

How did the game get this way?

] Rule changes helped. 

. 4n1925, The College of the City 
of New York beat Rutgers, 19 to 
15, in a typical game of that era. 
Twenty-five years ago scores were 
low because there was no ten-second 
rule.

In 1939 State’s Rams 
beat Connecticut University by the 
whopping total of 102 to 81.

|Gone Haywire? 


The answer is “‘yes” —but the fans like it that way! 


In the Rams’ offense, a guard 
would take the ball off the enemy 
backboard and fire it the length of 
the court to a forward. The forward 
then would loop it into the basket— 
and the cycle would begin again. 

It was simply a matter of getting 
the ball, shooting and scoring in the 
shortest possible time. 

As Rhode Island prospered, other 
schools began to change their style 
of play. Western teams, stressing a 
whirlwind offense, came East and 
shocked coaches with their off-

balance shooting and reckless play. 

Hank Luisetti, of Stanford, daz- 
zled fans with his one-handed push 
shots.

Yale’s Tony 
Lavelli hung up an all-time college 
scoring record — and basketball at- 
tendance figures reached into the 
stratosphere. 

It wasn’t long before the old- 
fashioned, low-score games became 
as obsolete as mutton-chop whiskers. 


Finally, the “goons” arrived. 

- rhe day of the seven-foot bas- 
ketball player dawned soon after 
scores started to shoot up. 

There were few glandular freaks 
in the old days of basketball, but 


. Just before the war these huge and 


lumbering grotesques began to steal 
basketball headlines—and games. 

Among them were players of real 
talent. Such giants as Mikan (6 feet, 
10 inches) and Oklahoma A. and 
M.’s Bob Kurland (7 feet, 1 inch) 
are among the all-time greats. 
Others, like Philadelphia’s Jim 
Dempsey (see picture at left) 
showed much promise. But many of 
them had limited ability and scored 
points because of height alone. 

Basketball’s rule-makers now pro- 
hibit goal-tending by a defensive 
team—another boost to tall men on 
offense. Last year Zawoluk scored 
65 points against St. Peter’s; Sherm 
White, of Long Island University, 
hit 63 against John Marshall; and 
Ray Druncan, of Rio Grande, reach- 
ed into the clouds for a startling 87 
points against St. Paul. 


The Fans Want High Scores 


S anyone ever going to stop the 

tall men? 

Phog Allen, outspoken coach at 
the University of Kansas, says “yes” 
—if officials raise the height of the 
baskets to 12 feet. Other sugges- 
tions: (1) that backboards be re- 
moved, (2) that the free-throw lane 
be widened and (3) that the ten- 
second rule be abolished. 

In the midst of all this frenzied 
talk and wild scoring, there remains 
one team which practices old-fash- 
ioned basketball. At Oklahoma A. 
and M., Coach Hank Iba has had 
outstanding success teaching ball 
control and a _ shoot-only-when- 
you’re sure-philosophy. 

But many observers think Iba’s 
idea is as outmoded as the Stanley 
Steamer. The fans, they say, pay 
their money to watch the ball go 
through the basket—as often as pos- 
sible.
